Today, approximately two hundred 
ninety-six new students entered North 
Side. The greatest numbers came 
from Forest Park, Franklin, and Prec- 
ious Blood grade schools. A few are 
coming here after being transferred 
from South Side and Central high 
schools, and seven are former North 
Side students who are returning. 
With this number of new students 
coming here, the enrollment of our 
school is boosted to thirteen hundred, 
with the possibility of more entering 
the first week or so. Mr. Northrop 
stated that it was also likely that 
about one hundred former students 
would not return, thus making the 
population of the school indefinite at 
the present.

Margaret Umbach and 
Mary Eva Steiner had their names 
engraved on this cup for the first 
year. Then there is the Northerner- 
South Side Times cup for circulation, 
which was awarded to North Side last 
year. The Koerber Cup for extemp- 
oraneous speaking has been awarded 
for three successive years to Robert 
Kaade. The large Koerber cup still 
remains in the case, but a small re- 
production of it was presented to Rob- 
ert Kaade, 

Other cups that are on display are 
the ones for class basketball, the Leg- 
end and Northerner awards, the King 
trophy, the Paul Guild trophy, the 
cup for excellence in English, the Stu- 
dent Players plaque, the Patterson-

championship, and the City Track and 
Field Championship Cup for 1980. The 
basketball used in the sectional tour- 
nament of which North Side was the 
winner, and the red shovel used in 
the yearly planting of the ivy have 
also been placed in the trophy case.

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Rules Of School . 
Are Published 


Regulations Are Needed to 
Avoid Friction, Misunder- « 
standing Among Pupils 








For the benefit of the freshman and 
new students the most important 
rules and regulations of the school 
will be printed here. 

Contrary to the plan followed in 
previous years, students must get on 
their cards the signatures of all of 
their teachers, including gym, swimm- 
ing and glee club instructors. Boys 
may secure the signature of their 
gym teacher in Room 116, and of 
their swimming teacher in his office. 
The girls’ gym and swimming teachers 
will be found in Room 117. Those tak- 
ing band, orchestra or chorus report 
to Room 314. These signatures may 
be secured during lunch and study 
periods. 

Instructions to Students 

The school regulations which we 
have in foree at North Side are not 
meant to hedge you in nor to curtail 
your privileges. You must remember 
that we are a community of nearly 
1,200 persons working in one building. 
And then consider that these regula- 
tions are made to protect you—to 
keep others from infringing on your 
rights. 

' As for you, we like to feel that you 
are not governed by school rules, but 
by the sincere desire to do the right 
thing at all times and under every 
condition. 

A few fundamental rules, however, 
are essential for the successful oper- 
ation of any organization. A strict 
adherence to these rules will mark you 
as a good citizen of this school, fric- 
tion and misunderstanding will be 
avoided, and your school life will be 
much more pleasant and happy. 

The school day begins at 8:20 and 
closes at 3:15, eight periods long, with 
recitations each period. All pupils 
are to be in their home rooms at 8:20. 
All periods in which pupils have no 
recitations, except those marked lunch, 
will be spent in the study hall or li- 
brary unless excused by the principal, 
Pupils leaving the building at any 
time during the day, except their reg- 
ular lunch period must have permis- 
sion to leave signed by Mrs. Clark or 
the teacher in charge of Room 316. 
Leaving without permission constitu- 
tes truancy and will be dealt with ac- 
cordingly. 

The building will be open at 7:50 
and pupils should time their arrival 
so as to reach the building between 
8:05 and 8:15. 

All pupils except those under the 
direct supervision of a teacher must 
be out of the building before 3:30. 

There are three lunch periods of 45 
minutes each. Those who wish may 
lunch in the building. Pupils may buy 
their lunch here or bring it with them. 

Pupils who lunch outside the build- 
ing the 4th or 6th period are not to 
loiter at entrance of the building on 
their return, but are to enter the build- 
ing and go directly to the study hall 
and wait until the end of the period 
before depositing wraps and getting 
books. Pupils who lunch in the build- 
ing are not to leave the cafeteria dur- 
ing the last ten minutes of the period 
but are to wait for the dismissal bell. 

Those pupils who return from lynch 
the 5th period are asked to time their 
return to the building so as to reach 
here ngt earlier than 12:30. If you do 
this you may go to your lockers, dis- 
pose of your wraps, get your books, 
instead of going directly to 316. Pupils 
leaving the cafeteria during the last 
ten minutes of the 5th period may have 
the same privilege. We wish to avoid 
congestion in the halls. Therefore, 
after securing your books, move on 
toward the room in which you have 
your sixth period class. Remember! 
This plan applies to the FIFTH per- 
iod only. 

The period from 3:15 to 4:00 will 
be used for consultation period. Teach- 
ers may detain pupils at that time 
for non-preparation or misconduct. 
Assignment to the Detention room, 
Room 116, is the penalty for tardiness 
and truancy. 

Pupils who are late will report to 
Mrs. Clark in Room 116. There are 
no legitimate excuses for tardiness 
and time lost in this manner must be 
made up after 3:15. 

A pupil who is absent from class 
one day will not be admitted to sub- 
sequent sessions of the class without 
an admit slip. These admits will be 
issued by the Home Room teacher 
upon presentation of an excuse signed 
by a Parent or Guardian. 

Books can be procured in the 
book store which is located in Room 
111 this afternoon. Get your books 
then if possible; otherwise bring your 
money tomorrow. Have your books 
listed on a sheet of paper with price 
of each to avoid delay. Write your 
name in ink in your book at once. 

Pupils must keep locks on their 
lockers and keep them properly locked 
at all times. Turning the dial a few 
notches is not sufficient. They must 


be kept in order with no accumula- 
tion of books, papers, soiled handker- 
chiefs, or rubbish. 

All pupils are expected to have les- 
sons properly prepared when they ap- 
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Although the above floor plan of our labyrinth of passages may get you 
more mixed up than ever, still you might as well read it, and it may help. 


On the first or basement floor all 


the rooms are numbered in the 100’s, 


on the second floor, 200’s, and third floor 300’s. 
If this doesn’t help you, just ask some seniors; they know everything. 





pear in class. If they have not, they 
may be detained at any time by the 
teacher. They should appear at the 
time and at the place appointed by the 
teacher. 

Disorderly conduct will not be toler- 
ated in any classroom, study hall or 
in the halls. 

Loitering in the halls, on the stairs, 
near the entrances, or in the vicinity 
of the building is prohibited. 

The one traffic rule for all to observe 
is this: KEEP TO THE RIGHT, 
MOVE RAPIDLY, AND MIND 
YOUR OWN BUSINESS. 

Running, shouting, loud talking, 
and boisterous laughing in the halls 
are prohibited. 

In going about the building upon a 
leave permit, be sure that such per- 
mit is carried in plain view. 

Pupils who leave the. building at the 
end of the 3rd, 4th, or 5th periods 
should leave as quietly and as quickly 
as possible. Pupils who go to the cafe- 
teria at the end of these periods must 
pass quietly and quickly. 

The entrance in the south wing of 
the building may be used at any time 
except during the 4th, 5th, and 6th 
periods. Congregating near this en- 
trance during these periods will re- 
sult in a cancellation of this privi- 
lege. 

The library is open to students who 
wish to read quietly and to those who 
have reference work to do. Students 
may use the library only ONE period 
during the entire day. Lunch periods 
are NOT an exception. Textbook 
studying of any sort, theme writing, 
problems, and exercise work may NOT 


be done in the library under any cir- 
cumstances, Students who are willing 
to comply with the rules of the library 
will be very welcome, but those who do 
not care to conform with the necessary 
regulations will be denied library priv- 
ileges. The rules will be posted in 
the library so that there need be no 
misunderstanding concerning them. 

In the lavatory, throw all used tow- 
els into the container, not AT the con- 
tainer. Do not waste paper; it all 
has to be paid for. 

Boys who use the bicycle room 
should dismount at least 75 feet from 
the door and should not mount bi- 
cycles until 75 feet from the door. 

All pupils who drive automobiles to 
school and all pupils who ride in auto- 
mobiles must have permits on file in 
the office. Blanks may be secured 
from Mrs. Clark. Penalty for the 
violation of this rule is suspension. 

When official business takes you to 
the principal’s office, quietly wait your 
turn. Endeavor to make your visit as

as your business is transacted, 

The school telephone is for school 
business. Pupils may not use it except 
in case of an emergency. Pupils will 
not be called to the telephone but im- 
portant messages will be delivered. 

Our building is new and clean and 
furnished with the best of everything. 
We are justified in being proud of it, 
Let us all cooperate in keeping it as 
attractive as it is now. Any marring 
or defacing of walls or furniture will 
be severely punished. Anyone wit- 
nessing such an act of vandalin 
should report it to the office at once. 

You will be asked to indicate on your 
enrellment card the clubs, teams, so- 
cieties and other organizations to 
which you belong. Be sure to list all 
organizations of any nature outside 
of school of which you are a member. 
This is necessary in order to secure 
the successful operation of the point 
system for determining the number 
of activities in which you may engage. 

If there is an error in your program 
you should copy it as it is and go to 
the clases scheduled until you can see 
the principal and have it adjusted. 
Changes other than corrections of er- 
rors will not be made except to equal- 
ize classes. If such a change should 
be made, be sure to report this change 
to the teacher whose class you are 
dropping. 

The small superscribed figures on 
programs of pupils having laboratory, 
music, swimming or gymnasium per- 
iods refer to the day of the week— 
Monday 1, Tuesday 2, ete. 

Make sure that all blanks at the 
top of the program card, both front 
and back are filled. 

Only one lunch period has been in- 
dicated on your program. In most 
cases, this is the fifth period. You 
are automatically assigned to 316 for 
all free periods other than your lunch 
period, and you should not fail to re- 
port there tomorrow for seat assign- 
ments. Should you have a study per- 
iod preceding or following your lunch 
period, you may have it as an addi- 
tional lunch period provided you need 
the time to go home. 

Permission must be secured from 
Mrs. ‘Clark. Any abuse of this priv- 
ilege will result in its cancellation. 

Gymnasium work will start tomor- 
row. Report at the gymnasium at 
the time marked on your card. Pupils 
who have no gymnasium periods on 
their cards and who wish to elect it 
must come to the office and have per- 
iods arranged.

Seven Spots of Interest 
Keep Pupils Informed 
on School Affairs 


One of the best methods of keep- 
ing important announcements, meet- 
ings, assemblies, and all other school 
activities in the minds of the student 
body is to post notices about them. 
For this purpose special bulletin 
boards have been placed about the 
halls of North Side where they are 
most convenient for the students to 
read. These bulletin boards have 
proven a valuable method of keeping 
the student body well informed during 
the four years that North Side has 
been open. 

There are seven of these bulletin 
boards in the halls at the most con- 
venient places, namely: one on each 
side of the main entrance just outside 
the principal’s and dean’s offices, one 
near the door into the library, another 
at the entrance to the study hall on 
the third floor, and three on the first 
floor, one by the office of the swim- 
ming pool, one outside 110, the publi- 
cation office, and the other at the en- 
trance of the girls’ gym. 

Milton Northrop, principal, and Vic- 
toria Gross, dean of girls, find these 
bulletin boards a very efficient means 
of announcing everything from club 
meetings, school dances, athletic 
games, speeches, assemblies, and 
swimming meets to advertising for 
lost and found articles.

Mrs. Risk intends to go to her home 
in Milan, Indiana, and has applied for 
a renewal of her teachers’ license. She 
intends to teach after a while.

Today, when the Fort Wayne 
Public Schools open for the 
fall term, North Side is ex- 
pected to take its place as the 
second largest city high school 
in enrollment.

South 
Side High School which stands 
in ‘first place will have about 
1,750 students. 

Due to the opening of the 
Elmhurst High School, the new

Mr. Fortmeyer and Assist- 
ants Make Many Improve- 
ments at North Side 


During the summer months while 
the faculty and student body were en- 
joying their vacations, there was one 
faction at North Side which found 
plenty to keep them busy. That was 
the janitor force, composed of six men, 
two women, and the custodian, Mr.

Those of us who have been at North

The cafeteria and 
kitchen floors were washed as well as 
the walls of the cafeteria. ' 

Work on the outside as well as on 
the inside was carried on during the 
summer by the janitors. Mr. Fort- 
meyer stated that it kept practically 
two men busy on the grounds all the 
time. Besides cutting the lawn and 
caring for the shrubs and trees about 
the school, it was also necessary to 
look after the turf of the football field. 

During the first week of school, Mr. 
Fortmeyer hopes to have part of the 
walls in 110, the publications room, 
painted. The walls and ceiling were 
washed but in some places where glue 
was on the walls, it was necessary to 
use such a strong solution for wash- 
ing them, that some of the paint came 
off. 

It took several days before school 
opened for the janitor force to get 
to all the rooms to give them a final 
dusting and cleaning.

Everett Danner, Junior, 
Suffers Injuries When 
Wings Collapse 





Everett Danner, aged 18, junior at 
North Side, was hurt at the Munici- 
pal Airport Sunday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 20, when the wings of his 
home-made glider collapsed and 
dropped about 100 feet. Their craft, 
designed by Ned Graef and con- 
structed by both Danner and Graef, 
was to be entered in a Glider Day ob- 
servance.

Danner suffered a loss of three 
teeth, a broken thumb, a wrenched 
back, and a sprained ankle.

The youthful pilot was taken to the 
St. Joseph’s hospital, where he is get- 
ting along fine and hopes to be back 
to school in about two weeks. 

Everett’s opinion as to the cause of 
the unfortunate event was a struc- 
tural weakness of the wings. Ned 
said that the glider was not built for 
such a strain as was made on the craft 
“It is practically 


admitted, “and we are not going to 
build another in the near future.” 
However, Ned has future plans of a 
light sport plane of his own design, 
but it will be some time before any 
work on it starts. 

Although having only one year’s ex- 
perience, Danner is considered an ex- 
cellent glider pilot and is instructor 
of the junior division in the Spy 
Hawk's Club. 

The honor has fallen to North Side 
of being the only city school to have 
in its enrollment student glider pilots. 

The most outstanding members of 
this club are Ned Graef, Everett 
Danner, Kenneth Bradley, and Elmer 
Lankford.

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in Second Half; Jaehn 
Makes Extra Points 


Before a crowd of more than 2,000 
fans, the North Side Redskins opened 
their 1931 season with a well-earned 
victory over the Logansport Logan- 
berries to the tune of 9 to 0. 

Although outweighed from ten tc 
fifteen pounds per man, the North 
Side line out-fought their opponents 
and forced the Berries to resort to 
forward passes and end runs to gain 
most of their ground. The passes, al- 
though several long ones were com- 
pleted for good gains, proved costly 
in the end, as two were intercepted 
by the North Side secondary defense 
and one of these resulted in the field 
goal which put the game in the bag 
for the Redskins. 

North Side gained most consistently 
on end runs and off-tackle plays, al- 
though several passes were completed 
for good gains. Much credit must be 
given to the coaching of the Northern 
team which enabled it to make such a 
good showing against a seasoned team 
as two of the starters, Tom Vachon and 
Geller, were playing in their first grid 
game and Scott, Esterline, Jaehn, and 
Benner were playing in new positions, 
which amounts to nearly the same 
thing. 

During the first quarter, the Red- 
skins retained the ball most of the 
time, but were unable to place it in 
a scoring position. An excellent op- 
portunity to score, however, resulted 
from a Logansport fumble which was 
recovered by the Redskins on their 
opponents’ 40-yard line. A pass to 
Esterline was good for 20 yards and 
Esterline was then sent off-tackle for 
10 more yards. An incomplete pass 
behind the goal line on the next play 
resulted in the loss of the ball. 

Late in the second quarter, Logans- 
port, made a determined bid for a 
touchdown. An end run by Rummell 
was good for 20 yards and a pass from 








Driscoll to Rummel] resulted in a 
gain of 25 yards more. However, the 
first half ended with the ball on the 
Redskins’ 30-yard line. 

North Side opened the second half 
with a bang when Scott returned the 
Logansport kick 45-yards before be- 
ing downed by the safety man on Lo- 
gansport’s 40-yard line. The Red- 
skins, retaining the ball most of the 
‘ime, then started a series of end runs, 
plunges, off-tackle plays, and passes, 
slimaxed by a pass from Jaehn to 
Esterline that was good for 20 yards 
and which placed the ball only a foot 
from the goal line. Benner imme- 
diately scored on a line plunge. Jaehn 
failed to make the extra point, kick- 
ing high and wide. 

In the last quarter, Logansport 
tried valiantly to pull the game out of 
‘he fire by resorting to an aerial at- 
tack but was unsuccessful in break- 
ing through the Redskin defense. 
Jaehn finally intercepted a Logans- 
port pass and carried it to the 13-yard 
‘ine before he was brought down. In 
three downs, North Side gained six 
yards, and on the fourth down, Jaehn 
anexpectedly booted the pigskin be- 
tween the goal posts for the points 
that clinched the game.

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Miss Chew Gives Her Opinion 
of Pep Session, Football Game 


“Having been asked by the indefatigable ‘Northerner’ to give 
my impression of Pep Sessions and Night Football, I think the 
simplest way will be to take a more or less accurate excerpt from 


a letter (or letters) to England,” Miss 
Chew writes. 

Friday, September 18 was a great 
day in my life, for I began it with a 
Pep Session and ended it with a foot- 
ball match—and both were unique in 
my experience. The pep session lasted 
from 10 to 10:30 a. m. and the whole 
twelve hundred or so pupils gathered 
in the gymnasium which was only 
half filled. The faculty sat on one side 
so we had a good view of the school 
in the tiered seats opposite. I thought 
it was a very pretty sight, for the 
girls were all in bright summer frocks, 
and the boys in light-colored shirts. 

“Suddenly I looked up to see three 
boys performing in the middle of the 
floor. I gazed fascinated—never had I 
beheld such antics. First they bellowed 
agonizedly through megaphones at the 
watching crowds, then they flung 
away the megaphone and proceeded 
to conduct the cheers of the multitude. 
Hamilton Harty (N. B. the conductor 
of a famous English orchestra) would’ 
have been lost in envy, for those boys 
were not content with mere hand, 
arm, head, or even trunk exercises. 
They leaped high in the air, body bent 
backward, legs wide, then descended, 
clapping their legs together like the 
blades of a pair of scissors. They 
crouched low on the floor or rushed 
frenziedly from one side to another, 
exhorting their orchestra to bigger 
and better cheers. The band played 
the school song as its part in the pro- 
ceedings. 

“There was certainly plenty of pep 
in both yell leaders and crowd. I 
stood amazed and admiring. My chief 
reflection at the end was, ‘Well this is 
America, all right. I don’t believe it 
could happen anywhere else in the 
world.’ 

“All this was in preparation for the 
first football match of the season (only 
about 3 months, in comparison with 
England’s 9 months). I am deter- 
mined to miss nothing I can worm my 
way into, so I have decided to become 
a football and basketball fan (I, who 
never go to a match at home). It was 
held at night, by floodlights which 
made the grass a vivid green, and cer- 
tainly gave the scene a strange fascin- 
ation. But such football! I had to 
have the whole thing explained, and 
hope I have now got the general hang 
of it, though I can see that there are 
many intricacies I shall never grasp. 
Imagine a game where they hardly 
ever kick, and never head the ball. 
Where the two teams spend their time 
in trying to break through each other’s 
close-set ranks and retire to consult 
each other in betwen as to the best 
method of doing it. Almost the only 
things it seems to have in common 
with English football are the tackling 
and the goalposts. Even the ball is a 
different shape. 

“But it was all very interesting and 
I felt a great thrill when North Side 
won. I can see that by the end of the 
year I shall feel as if I belonged to 
two schools instead of one, and when 
I come home again I shall be found 
explaining North Side’s customs to 
Burnley as if to the manner born.’

Fire Drill Rules 
Are Announced 


Changes in Exits of Some 
Rooms; Fire Prevention 
Week Observed 


Directions to be followed in fire 
drills at North Side were announced 
last week by M. H. Northrop, princi- 
pal. A fire drill was held recently as 
a part of the observation of Fire Pre- 
vention Week. During the past week 
the entire city of Fort Wayne has 
emphasized fire prevention with a se- 
ries of programs. 

North Side has a fire drill once each 
month. The most important rules to 
be followed at these times are: to move 
rapidly but smoothly, to remain in 
orderly lines, and not to stop or talk 
to any classmates. 

Changes were made in the exits to 
be used by students in rooms 320, 321, 
330, and 331. The complete list of 
rooms and the order of their exit are 
as follows: 

Room 120—Room exit. 

Rooms 121, 127—Exit at north end 
of hall. 

Rooms 130, 137—Exit at south end 
of hall. 

Rooms 113, 115—Exit at north of 
main entrance. 

Rooms 110, 113, 114—Exit south of 
main entrance. 

Girls’ gymnasium—Turn 
first exit. 

Room 118—Room exit. 

Rooms 220, 228—Go to main hall; 
turn right; go out north door of main 
entrance. 

Rooms 230, 237—Go to main hall; 
turn left; go out south door of main 
entrance. 

Library—Turn right to gymnasium 
corridor; turn right; go out southwest 
gymnasium exit. 

Rooms 211 and 213—Turn right; go 
down and out north of main entrance. 

Rooms 210 and 212—Turn left; go 
down and out south of main entrance. 

Rooms 320 and 321—Go to main 
hall; follow room 313. 

Rooms 321 and 329—Exit north of 
the hall. 

Rooms 330 and 331—Go to main 
hall; follow room 312. 

Rooms 332 and 339—Exit south end 
of the hall. 

Rooms 311, 313 and 315—Down and 
out north of main entrance. 

Rooms 810, 312 and 314—Exit south 
of main entrance. 

Study hall—Turn left, down first 
stairway, and out entrance between 
pool and Industrial Arts wing.

A Bad Policy ; 


When the Civil War was fought, the main issue was the equal- 
ity—or inequality—of the white man and the Negro. That war 
has long been over, and as a result the colored man has ever since 
been considered “just as good” as the white. As a citizen of the 
United States he is extended every privilege which is granted the 
white man. Among those privileges is that of attending school— 
a compulsory privilege, at that. 

In this manner, for years past, these two races have been 
forced to mingle with each other. There is no plausible reason why 
the Negro should be banned from the activities of his school any 
more than the white boy should. There is no reason why he should 
not play on the football and basketball teams of his school. In 
all fairness, one can not say that the Negro, because of his race, 
is any stronger, is any more able to endure hardship than the 
white man. True, those who are on these teams are strong— 
otherwise they would not be there, but just as true is the fact 
that their white teammates are chosen for their strength and skill 
also. So are all players on these teams. 

If a school is fortunate enough to have an exceptional player— 
whether he is colored or white, that is its good luck! It is not 
fair to say that the Negro cheats—that he does not play fair— 
any more than it is fair to accuse white men of the same thing. 
There is no reason to differentiate between the two races on that 
score.—Don’t do it!

Calhoun Street Lights 
Rank With Those of 
State Street, Chicago 


It seems that Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
is not so far behind in this world aft- 
er all. At least not in the ligthing 
system. Calhoun Street, of this city, 
has been classed as one of the four 
best lighted streets in the world. Al- 
though Fort Wayne has a population 
only of 114,946, Calhoun Street ranks 
right along with State Steret, Chica- 
go; Canal Street, New Orleans, and 
Woodward Avenue, Detroit. 

This was taken from The Chicago 
American paper, October 13, 1931. 

“State Street, (Chicago) between 
Lake and Van Buren Streets, remains 
the most brilliantly lighted business 
street of its length in the world, de- 
spite the fact that the lighting system 
was installed five years ago. 

“This fact was brought out at a 
luncheon which was held at the Palm- 
er House, October 14.

“A comparative table showing State 
Street’s brilliance in technical units 
in contrast with Woodward “Avenue, 
Detroit; Calhoun Street, Fort Wayne;

Teachers College to Open 
New Type of Ivraiming Course 





Teachers college, Columbia University, announces a plan for 





a new type of teacher training institution to open September, 
1932. It will operate as an undergraduate unit at the college level. 





This college will demonstrate 
number of different methods in the 
selection and training of young men 
and women who are to become teachers 
in nursery, elementary and secondary 
schools. Students frontTeachers Col- 
lege may observe improved methods 
in teacher training at this college. 
Bachelor’s and Master's of Science de- 
grees will be granted. 

High school and college executives 
throughout America will be asked to 
cooperate in selecting the students, 
They must pass rigid examinations. 
Selections will be based on good health, 
sound scholarship, desirable personal 
qualities and promise of unusual 
growth. The student body is to be lim- 
ited to 100 young men and 100 young 
women and will not be restricted to 
local sections. 


The duration of the period of study 
in the college will vary approximately 
from three to five years according to 
the ability of the student and will in- 
clude at least one year spent in study 
and travel abroad. Teachers will be 


a A 5 Fi 
leeerived to spend some time in work 


or business. One year of satisfactory 
private of public teaching will be re- 
quired before a degree is granted. 

The cost of attendance probably will 
not exceed $1,000 a year. This col- 
lege will tend to produce superior 
teachers and cut down on the number 
of mediocre ability. Moreover the so- 
cial life of the students will comprise 
an important factor of their training 
program. They will also study child 
nature and development. Also, be- 
cause the future teacher must in a 
way be a social worker, the curricular 
of te college will provide courses in 
social economy, sociology, economics, 
politics and problems of civie and in- 
dustrial life. An all-year camp is 
planned as an adjunct to the college. 
The traditional point system will not 
be used. Graduation will be based 
upon satisfactory examinations of 
practical as well as academic char- 
acter. The faculty members of the 
new college will be selected as care- 
fully as the student body,

Burnley has this week opened its 
gates to receive a very interesting 
temporary citizen, Miss Katherine 
Rothenberger of Fort Wayne, who has 
come to the High School as History 
mistress for one year under the scheme 
of the English Speaking Union. Miss 
Rothenberger was “exchanged” with 
our own high school mistress, Miss 
Doris N. Chew. Quite a lot of Burn- 
ley folk probably never heard of Fort 
Wayne in their lives and it is more 
than possible that Miss Rothenberger 
never heard of the town which sends 
the Leader of the Opposition to En- 
glish Parliament, before she found her- 
self “assigned” to it under the ex- 
change scheme. Possibly in fact, there 
was on both sides an immediate search 
for the nearest Gazetteer. But Fort 
Wayne is in fact a town considerably 
bigger than Burnley. It is about 140 
miles from Chicago, and a reputable 
newspaper Gazetter says that it has 
iron foundries and machine shops, and 
manufacturers of railroad cars, or- 
gans, woolen goods, engines, and boil- 
ers. Those, however who meet Miss 
Rothenberger during her stay within 
the bounds of Burnley are likely to be 
quite as interested in herself as in her 
home town. To a Burnley news repre- 
sentative she described some of her 
first interesting impressions of Burn- 
ley and its folk. “I have never known

anybody so hospitable as the Burnley 
folk, they have been very wonderful 
to me. Everyone seems so eager to see 
everyone else that I don’t get lonely| 
and homesick. And I don’t see how I 
can do anything of the kind while here 
with all the kindness people are show- 
ing me.” 

Miss Rothenberger finds our climate 
distinctly cold. She comes from a re- 
gion of America where the summers 
are mighty hot and the winters are 
mighty cold. But she corroborates 
what one often hears of American heat 
and cold—that they are both so dry 
that one doesn’t fell either half so 
much as the same kind of weather in 
this country. With a weeks exper- 
ience of the Burnley High School girl 
Miss Rothenberger records her de- 
cided conviction that she is notably 
bright and courteous in comparison 
with our American High School girl. 
Undismayed by the external aspect of 
our town or by the looks of our least 
calubrious streets, Miss Rothenberger 
admits being a little caught up by the 
sounds of the clogs on the pavement 
flags. “But otherwise your working 
class are no different in dress from 
ours at home.” And whether dis- 
sembling with her views about Burn- 
ley town or not, she is quite positive 
that we have a lovely country around 
[ebeut and she means to explore it 
thoroughly.

To Be Chosen 
Monday Morn 


Election Blanks Will Be 
Filled Out During Home 
Room Period 


No One Should Choose Sub- 
ject Outside of Course 
Being Taken 








During the home room period Mon- 
day morning the blanks for the elec- 
tion of next semester’s subjects will 
be distributed. Students will be given 
a day in which to decide what subjects 
they wish to elect. These election 
blanks are to be returned to the home 
room teachers Tuesday morning. M. 
H. Northrop, principal, announced 
that anyone wishing advice or help 
in the selection of subjects should 
consult the department heads, Miss 
Victoria Gross, dean, or him. 

Several rules concerning elections 
and graduation requirements are giv- 
on. They are: 

1. Be sure your elections are in 
the course you are taking. A course 
or subject when once elected cannot 
be dropped or changed without per- 
mission from the office. 

2. The information at the bottom 
of the election blank tells what credits 
are required for graduation. Read 
this carefully. 

3. A major is a subject pursued for 
three years. A minor is a subject pur- 
sued for two years. 

4. On your election blank, place 
subjects in the following order: Eng- 
lish, mathematics, history and social 
science, language, science, commerce, 
industrial arts, home economics, art, 
music, physical education. 

5. Indicate elections in full, as Eng- 
lish 6, algebra 4, and history 4. It is 
necessary to elect band, orchestra, 
swimming, and gymnasium, if you 
desire to have them on your program. 

6. Care must be taken in number- 
ing courses. The first semester’s work 
in a subject is number one. 

7. The following subjects may be 
taken one semester for credit: Eng- 
lish 5 and 6, geometry 3, algebra 3 and 
4, trigonometry, commercial geog- 
raphy, home economics 3 and 4, indus- 
trial arts 3 and 4, public speaking 1 
and 2, journalism, junior and senior 
Latin and French, sophomore, junior, 
and senior art, health, and music ap- 
preciation. 

8. All 10A’s must elect Health un- 
less the program for studies for junior 
and senior years is so arranged that 
this course is to be taken later. 11B’s 
who are now taking Health may elect 
English 6. The Health requirement 
may be satisfied by taking two years 
of physical education and one semes- 
ter of health education. 

9. Two units of history will be ac- 
cepted for those students who have 
a major in any subject other than 
English. However, American History

Comedy Is Given in Morning 
for Students, Repeated 
for Parents at Night 


The Student Players Club presented 
their first play of the year at 10 
o’clock Wednesday morning after four 
weeks of rehearsal under the direction 
of Miss Marjorie Suter. 

Although “The Farce of the Worthy 
Master Pierre Patchin, the Lawyer,” 
is a comedy dating back to the fif- 
teenth century, it can be appreciated 
by modern ‘audiences because condi- 
tions in France have changed very 
little since then, especially among the 
peasants. Black and red sateen cloth 
is still worn by the poorer classes as it 
was several centuries ago. Modern 
plays have not advanced in excellence 
of plot beyond that of this boisterous 
French comedy, and it was given a 
worthy ovation by the student body. 

Scenes in the play were very simple, 
and what scenery there was, the actors 
carried in with them as they made 
their entrances, and removed as they 
departed. This is an unusual thing, 
and North Side audiences have never 
seen it done in previous plays given 
by the students. 

The lawyer and his wife, played by 
Edwin Meisner and Betty Country- 
man, respectively, were introduced in 
the first scene, which displayed the 
typical French home of the more com- 
mon class. This lawyer, who was more 
than a little sure of his ability to 
outwit others, plans to bring home 
some cloth to his wife, regardless of 
the fact that he has had no business 
and there is no money in the house. 
Betty Countryman proves her merits 
as an actress in this scene. The wife 
doesn’t believe that her husband will 
be successful, but, nevertheless, he 
measures off the yards of material 
needed for both of them, and departs 
for the marketplace. Characterizing 
the almost flippant lawyer might be 
a hard task for some, but Ed carries 
the part well. In fact, he lives the 
part. 

Woodrow Schlatter, in the part of 
the merchant, brings his scenery with 
him as he enters. In this scene is dis- 
played an argument between a shrewd 
merchant, and a clever lawyer, which 
shows that human nature does not 
change with the times. 

By his wits, the lawyer manages to 
take home six yards of material, after 
promising Monsieur Draper nine 
francs and a goose dinner if he will 
go to his home for it. 

Upon reaching home, the lawyer ex- 
plains the affair to his wife, and again 
he uses his wit to outdo the merchant. 
When the little cloth dealer comes to 
the lawyer’s home, he finds the wife 
weeping because her husband is sick 
in bed, and has been for eleven weeks. 
Here is displayed real talent in acting 
by all three players. It is the high 
spot of the play. Draper leaves after 
being convinced that a devil has out- 
witted him, and the lawyer hasn’t been 
out of bed for a long time. 

Act II finds the merchant again in 
the market place, and soon after his 
appearance, a shepherd enters, and 
taking off his wooden shoes, tries to 
pass by the merchant unseen, but is 
unsuccessful. He is accused of killing 
Draper’s sheep, and of stealing the 
cloth.

Redskins Chalk 
Up Win Over 
Portland, 25-12 


Steady Line Plunges and 
Spectacular Runs Feature 
North Side Victory 


Esterline, Crosby, Benner, 
and Gerald Ayres Score 
Touchdowns 













































In a game full of action and thrills, 
North Side’s Redskins downed the 
Portland Panthers last Wednesday 
night by a score of 25-12. 

The North Side machine was click- 
ing in excellent shape throughout the 
entire game with all members of the 
backfield taking an active part in the 
ground-gaining and the linesmen do- 
ing splendid work towards making the 
ground-gaining possible. The Port- 
land squad was scarcely less efficient 
than the Redskins, and they gave 
their opponents a real battle from the 
first kick-off to the final gun. 

The Redskins started to make 
things interesting immediately after 
receiving the first kick-off. They re- 
ceived the ball on their own 40-yard 
line, and with Jaehn and Benner con- 
sistently gaining from one to eleven 
yards at a time, soon placed the ball 
on Portland’s 25-yard line. A pass 
from Jaehn to Scott placed the ball 
on the three-yard line, and Benner 
carried it across for the first touch- 
down. 

Jaehn’s drop-kick for the extra) 
point was good. The Panthers, how- 
ever, soon retaliated with a touch- 
down of their own. They started 
from their 30-yard line from which 
point a halfback, Ehrhart, got away 
on a 51-yard run which placed the 
pigskin in scoring territory. A plunge 
by Smith, a pass to Coulson, which 
gained eight yards, and a run by 
Money, also good for eight yards, 
placed the ball on the four-yard line. 
Baggs, carrying the ball for the first 
time, scored. Baggs caused the Red- 
skins a lot of trouble before the game 
was over. The plunge for the extra 
point was short. This ended the scor- 
ing for the first quarter. 

Soon after the second period began, 
the Redskins again scored when Cros- 
by, on a cutback through tackle, gal- 


loped nearly twenty yards for a 
marker. A plunge for the extra point 
failed. The Redskins kicked and 


Portland returned the ball to the 40- 
yard line. On the third down, G. 
Ayres, North Side end, intercepted a 
pass, dodged several tacklers, and 
carried the pigskin 43 yards for the 
Redskin’s third touchdown. A pass 
for the extra point was blocked. This 
finished the scoring for the half. 

In the second half, the Redskins, 
after forcing the Panthers to punt, 
started another determined march 
down the field, advancing the ball 
from their own 22-yard line to the 
Panther’s 43-yard line, before a North 
Side pass was intercepted by Baggs. 
Coulson placed the ball on the Red- 
skin 25-yard line on a pretty play, but 
it was called back because one of the 
Panthers held his opponent. Port- 
land’s punt was partly blocked and 
North Side resumed its interrupted 
march from Portland’s 43-yard line. 
Esterline, on a nice run, advanced the 
ball 17 yards, and Crosby carried it to 
the 20-yard line. A 15-yard penalty 
placed the ball back on the Portland 
35-yard line. [Esterline, taking the 
ball, broke into the clear and outran 
his opponent to score for the Red- 
skins. The try for point again failed. 

In the last period, the Panther de- 
fense stiffened, and North Side was 
forced to punt. Portland received the 
ball near the center of the field and 
Baggs, carrying the ball five times in 
succession, gained about 15 yards on 
line plunges. A pass from Ehrhart to 
Money gained 20-yards. Baggs, on 
two successive plunges, advanced it 
six more, and Bergman threw a pass 
to Ehrhart, who carried it across for 
the final score of the game. For the 
remainder of the tilt, the ball changed 
hands frequently with neither team 
threatening seriously to score. This 
period was marked by a number of 
fumbles by North Side substitutes, 
and Portland’s desperate attempts to 
score by using forward passes. A few 
of these passes were completed, but 
most of them were no good.

and one semester of Civics must be 
taken by all. The fourth credit may be 
Economics, General History 1 and 2, 
or geography. 

10. All 10B’s.should elect History 1. 

11. Anyone below 11A may elect a 
foreign language. Juniors not taking 
the Commercial course may elect 
shorthand and typing with permission. 

12. Physical Geography is a sopho- 
more subject. Botany and Physics are 
junior subjects. Chemistry is a senior 
subject. Physi is required of all 
boys in the College Preparatory 
Course. 

13. Freshmen may not take more 
than four subjects. Juniors with an 
average of B or more may take five 
subjects. Only in case of necessity 
will a senior be allowed to take extra 
work. 

14. After completing four semes- 
ters of art, pupils may elect for the 
fifth semester any one of the follow- 
ing courses: 11B Commercial Am, 
11A House Planning, or 12B Craft 
and Design. 

15. Juniors and seniors may not 
elect freshman and sophomore sub- 
jects. 

16. A pupil who fails twice in any 
semester’s work in an elective subject 
will not be permitted to attempt that 
subject again. 

17. Those who designate Industrial 
Arts should designate whéther they 
wish to take wood or metal. 

18. As credit for one semester’s 
work is given in only a few subpects, 
studies elected by 9B’s, 10B’s, 11B’s, 
and 12B’s should, for the most part, 
be a continuation of work now being 
taken. 

19. Languages and_ stenography 
must be carried for two years in or- 
der to secure credit. Most other sub- 
jects must be carried for one year.

‘Devil’s Hollow roves Place 


of Interest For Explorers 


Devil's Hollow was an interesting and genial host to the mem- 
bers of the Explorers’ Club, Saturday, October 24. It had original- 
ly been planned to have the picnic two weeks earlier, but due to 


the postponement, it finally fell on the 
particular Saturday when the trees 
were dressed in their most beautiful 
colors. 

The members arrived there about 9 
o'clock and spent the morning measur- 
ing the height of the hill by means of 
a hand level. The distance from the 
surface of the water in Aboite Creek 
to the top of the first hill was found 
to be approximately fifty-five feet. 


| Of course, the feature of the day 


was lunch. Each person brought what- 
ever he wanted to eat, and what cook- 
ing there was to be done, was accom- 
plished over an open fire built on the 


*; bank of the creek. 


The early part of the afternoon 
was spent in following the creek on 
the north side of the road. Mr. Breeze 
may have made an important discoy- 
ery on the trip. He saw what ap- 
peared to be bed rock in the Aboite 
River, but he was unable to determine 
if it was the real kind or if it was 
merely a bank of blue clay. If it 
should prove to be bed rock, it would 
be the first authentic case of exposed 
bed rock in Allen County. 

Devil’s Hollow is an _ interesting 
place, not only because of its name 
and the fact that two men hanged 
themselves there two years ago, but 
also because of its physical charac- 
teristics. Origionally it was a flat 
plane, but the action of the Aboite 
River has made it one of the roughest 
pieces of ground in this territory. It 
is full of steep hills and deep gullies, 
and there is a beautiful stand of tim- 
ber over the entire tract, which be- 
longs to the state. 

The Explorers’ Club is really a de- 
partmental club and only geography 
students may hold office, but anyone 
who is interested-may apply to Mr. 
Breeze for membership, All applica- 
tions must first be approved by the 
executive committee before any new 
student may be admitted to member- 
ship.

They believed 
that lustrous hair was of great beauty, and as we do, approved 
of well shaped lips and well defined brows and lashes. Contrary 
to the opinions of certain savage races, they believed that a slim, 
graceful figure was the first essential of beauty, and, again as we 
do, often employed artificial methods of gaining these much 
sought-for traits. Nevertheless, not everyone holds beautiful the 
things which we do. For instance, the African savage cuts her 
skin with sharp shells and rubs a black paint into the wounds, the 
glorious purple scars thus produced marking her as a great beauty. 
The complexion treatments of the Eskimo consist of rubbing 
grease and fat into the skin, while the northern Chinese bewails 
her pitiful fate if she is not blessed with enormous ears. Indeed, 
the many standards of beauty are as varied as the hues of the 
rainbow. 

Perhaps you do not believe in the use of cosmetics; neverthe- 
less, you must agree that a bit of rouge or lipstick skillfully and 
moderately applied adds greatly to the charm of one who would 
otherwise be plain. Perhaps you are an ardent devotee of these 
same cosmetics; nevertheless, you must agree that when applied 
with no moderation they tend to draw away from one’s charm— 
no matter how great it may be. Thus they may either help or 
hinder you—take your choice!

South Side Is | Swimming Is Popular; rtherner Fifty Cent 


Victorious Over 
Redskins, 20-6 


Archers Kept on Defensive 
Large Part of Time; Wet 
Field Causes Fumbles 


Benner Scores Only North 
Side Touchdown in Third 
Quarter of Game 


North Side’s Redskins dropped their 
third game this season to the South 
Side Archers last Friday night by a 
score of 20 to 6, after trailing at the 
half, 14 to 0. 

Rain, which fell throughout the 
game, though never hard enough to 
drive anybody to cover, made the 
grass of the gridiron slick enough to 
cramp the style of some of the run- 
ners, and put the ball in such a con- 
dition that neither team resorted to 
forward passes for much ground gain- 
ing. 

Both teams used Straight football 
for nearly all of their yardage, South 
Side gaining from five to ten yards 
consistently on power drives through 
the center and the guards, with Do- 
mer and LaPointe doing the heavy 
work. North Side varied their at- 
tack more than the Archers, but 
gained most of their ground through 
the line on Benner’s plunges. Ester- 
line made several nice gains and 
Jaehn’s punting was one of the fea- 
tures of the game. 

South Side attempted only two 
passes during the entire game, and 
both of these were short passes be- 
hind the line of scrimmage in a play 
around their right end. Both were 
completed, one for a five-yard loss, 
and the other for a ten-yard gain. The 
Redskins attempted seven forward 
passes and completed two of them, 
one for a twelve-yard gain and the 
other for a gain of five yards. How- 
ever, the second one was called back 
because of a violation of rules. 

During the first quarter, the Arch- 
ers were continually on the defensive. 
The Redskins retained possession of 
the ball most of the time, but al- 
though they started down the field sev- 
eral times, they were not able to place 
it in scoring position. Jaehn did at- 
tempt a drop-kick from the twenty- 
yard line, but it was low. The Arch- 
ers received the ball four times dur- 
ing the quarter, always deep in their 
own territory, and each time they 
punted out of danger. 

In the second quarter, the Archer 
machine got under way. For the first 
time they displayed their running at- 
tack, beginning a march, which even- 
tually ended with a touchdown, from 
their own 20-yard line line, and ad- 
vancing nearly forty yards on line 
plays before being stopped. Beving- 
ton punted, and Esterline, attempting 
to return the ball, was brought down 
on his own three-yard line. When 
Jaehn attempted to kick the pigskin 
out of danger, the Archers swarmed 
through the line and blocked his punt. 
The ball rolled along in the end zone, 
and Banet finally fell on it for the 
first score of the game. Jones made 
the extra point on a place kick. The 
Archers kicked-off, and, after failing 
to advance the ball, North Side punted 
to the Green’s forty-yard line. On the 





* first play, Jones dashed through a 


hole opened by his teammates through 
the Redskin left tackle,.cut over to 
the left, sidestepped a couple of tack- 
lers, and fell in with the Archer in- 
terference which was formed to run 
sixty yards for the second touchdown. 
He then made the extra point. 

The third quarter was evenly con- 
tested for some time. Bevington and 
Jaehn engaged in a kicking duel, with 
Jaehn coming out ahead. A penalty 
on the Archers finally put the ball 
on their own one-yard line and Beving- 
ton kicked. Esterline took the ball 
on the Archer 34-yard line and twist- 
ed down the sidelines for what seemed 
a certain touchdown. However, one 
of the Archers caught hold of his jer- 
sey and jerked him backwards, down- 
ing the ball on the one-yard line. On 
the first play, Benner carried the oval 
across for the Redskin’s first and last 
marker. Jaehn’s drop-kick for the ex- 
tra point was blocked. South Side 
retained possession of the ball most 
of the time during the remainder of 
the quarter, but did not threaten the 
Redskin’s goal line. 

Both teams used a number of sub- 
stitutes in the last quarter. After the 
ball had changed hands several times, 
the Archers started their last march 
towards a touchdown. After making 
two first downs on plunges, with Do- 
mer doing the heavy work, Domer car- 
ried the ball across for the last touch- 
down of the game. The pass from 
center for the extra point was

Slip of Tongue is Often the 
| Cause of Mistakes in English

hall and even in the classroom. 


Double subjects are often used in our every-day speech. A very 


eommon example of this is “John, he” 
“Mary, she.” Even the best of pupils 
have made this error. The teachers 
claim that such language belongs to 
the grade school and that high school 
pupils should be out of that stage. 

Pupils often confuse the use of leave 
and let, and may and can. Also the 
tenses of verbs are misused, as “I 
seen” or “I had saw.” Such slips of 
are indicative of lack of care and cul- 
the tongue are usually humiliating and 
ture, 

Pronouns are sometimes badly treat- 
ed by the high school pupil, and 
“which” is used without a definite an- 
tecedent. These errors appear in both 
compositions and speech. “Most” is 
often used for “almost” and “like” for 
“as” or “as if.” The errors are due to 
the misunderstanding of the word or 
a result of a slip of the pen or tongue. 

In theme writing many of the mis- 
takes are due to the lack of agreement 
of subject with the verb, such as a 
plural verb with a singular subject. 
This is due mostly to carelessness on 





the part of the author in reading over 
his work. “Anyone, everyone, every- 
body, ete.” are used as if they were 
plural and are most always followed 
by a plural verb. ; 

One of the inexcusable errors in 
composition is the misspelling of 
words, Those which are commonly 
misspelled are those with ie or ei in 
them. It seems to be difficult to re- 
member which comes first, the “i” or 
the “e”. Misspelling is due to careless- 
ness as a dictionary can usually be 
found in all homes, and they are very 
plentiful in the schools. 

The continued use of such errors as 
named above often bring down our 
English grades, although the most 
common cause of failure in English is 
lack of study and not handing in work 
on time, Also if we expect good grades 
in English we must know how to con- 
struct correct English sentences. 

Our teachers can usually tell wheth- 
er or not we will be good students by 
our every-day speech and by the first 
few papers that are handed to them,

Central Wins City 
Championship Title 


South Side Archers Defeat- 
ed by Tigers in Close Bat- 
tle; Score Is 13-12 


- South Side’s Archers were nosed out 

by virtue of a single point in a 13-12 
score in the city championship and 
also the N. E. I. C. championship tilt, 
played at the southern stadium last 
Saturday with Central’s Tigers. 

The two teams were as _ evenly 
matched as they have been at any time 
in the last several years. Al Jennings 
made good on a place kick in the third 
period, which gave Central the extra 
point that eventually won the clash 
for the big blue-and-white eleven. 

South Side’s first touchdown of the 
game came on the opening kick-off, 
when the South Side punted ball rolled 
over the Blue goal line.

Instructions Are Given 


For Making Dish Gardens 


At the last meeting of the Garden 
Club held Tuesday, they had as their 
speaker Mrs. Don White from the 
Fort Wayne Garden Club. Her sub- 
ject was dish gardens and how to 
make them. 3 

The materials needed to make a 
dish garden are very simple and easily 
obtained. “You can use a dish of any 
shape or size just so it is at least two 
or four inches deep,” she said. “Place 
dirt in the dish about one inch deep 
and put clinkers here and there in 
the dirt for drainage. Ferns and 
small cedars are ideal plants and if 
you spread little bits of moss here 
and there, this will help keep the 
dirt moist. Grass seed and carrot 
tops can be planted for beauty. 

“Another sort of a dish garden is 
the terrarium which is made in a dish 
with a glass top covering it,” Miss 
White explained. “Sphagnum is used 
as the foundation in which you plant 
the plants. Mosses of all types are 
planted in the terrarium.” 


At the next meeting of the Garden 
Club, anyone who is interested and 
wishes to may bring his materials 
and come. He will be instructed in 
the making of the small gardens and 
will make one himself.

Carload and Half Economized 
as Result of Warm 
Weather 


Due to the mild weather this fall, 
the school has saved about a carload 
and a half of coal. It takes about eight 
tons of coal a day to heat the school 
now. During the coldest weather the 
fires are kept up continuously, using 
as much as fifteen tons a day. About 
1600 tons of coal are burned every 
year. Three men are employed to take 
care of our heating plant. 

The boilers are of the stoker type 
and automatically feed the coal into 
the furnace.

North Side High School has one of the finest high school foot- 


the gridiron and the track in such 
excellent condition, or stop to consider 
the amount of work required the year 
around to make it possible for them 
to boast of their stadium. Most of this 
work is done by the janitors under the 
direction of Mr. Fortmeyer, head cus- 
todian, and the rest by’ the student 
managers of football and track. 
The greatest single feature of our 
stadium is the flood-lighting system. 
The field is lighted by 40 powerful 
floodlights, 34 of them being 1000 watt 
lights and the other six of them 300 
watt lights. The cost of burning these 
lights during one football game is con- 
siderable. These lights are mounted 


on six fifty-five foot cedar poles that! 


not long ago were giants of the Idaho 
forests. North Side was one of the 
first schools in the state to adopt night 
football. Frankfort and Marion open- 
ed their 1930 schedules under flood- 
lights along with the Redskins, and 
later in the season Bluffton installed 
a flood-lighting system which, how- 
ever, does not equal that of our own 
stadium. 

Just outside of the fence on the east 
side of the field are several large elm 
trees. These trees have always held 
their full quota of juvenile football 
fans. It is quite interesting to hear 
some boyish voice shouting encourage- 
ment to the Redskins from some perch 
high in one of these trees. The hard- 
hearted janitors have trimmed these 
trees in such a way as to discourage 
these boys and others from watching 
football games from their limbs, and 
at the same time have made the trees 
more ornamental, 

Eighty rods of barb wire have been 
stretched along the top of the fence 
to make it more difficult for persons 
who prefer scaling the fence to enter- 
ing in the conventional manner 
through the gates to get inside. In 
addition, 500 feet of canvas was pur- 
chased some time ago to make it al- 
most impossible for hoodlums to wit- 
ness a game from the ground outside 
of the fence. After every game this 
canvas is garried to the corridors 
around the gymnasium on the third 
floor and spread out to dry thor- 
oughly. This, of course, is to prevent 
it from rotting. The Garden Club has 
planned to plant shrubbery around 
the stadium inside the fence and in| hehehe bt, 
time a green hedge may replace this 
canvas, 

After every game the lights are 
sealed and locked, and, after the Boos- 
ter Club tables and benches have been 
earried inside, the gates are locked. 
The next morning the gates are opened| Sh RRRE RE Err 
again and two men are assigned the 
job of cleaning up the field. This neat- 
ness probably adds more to the ap- 
pearance of the field than any other 
thing. At the end of the season, 
ticket booths are placed in storage 
and the bleachers are taken down and 
put away for the winter.

Liming of the field is done by the 
student managers of the football team 
before each game. It is a back-break- 
ing job and requires more than three 
sacks of lime if it is done completely. 
The lime is put on with small cans 
and the job sometimes requires as 
many as three hours. There are twen- 
ty-three lines across the field, each 
160 feet long and two side lines, each 
of which are 360 feet long. The field 
is marked off in five yard lines and 
the end zones with criss-cross lines.

Varied Program Is 
Given at Assembly 


Talk on History of Watches 
Given; Scholarship, Bas- 
ketball Awards Given 


One of the most novel and worth- 
while programs ever given at North 
Side was presented Friday morning 
at 10 o’clock by Mr. Coffee, a watch 
expert, who was introduced to the stu- 
dents by Robert Koerber, Jr. 


By means of sterioptican views, the 
speaker covered a story of time from 
tne earliest period up to modern times. 
The caveman used a sundial to tel. 
the time of day. A large stone in the 
center of a circle of smaller stones 
cast a shadow on one of these smaller 
stones according to the position of the 
sun. Of the many illustrations flashed 
on the screen, some of the most inter- 
esting included the Paris sundial gun 
of 1650; the Chinese water clock of 
4,000 years ago; the Monastery bells 
of 1370, which is still running in the 
London Science Museum; the Nurem- 
burg egg; Major John Andre’s watch, 
which he carried in 1768 during the 
American Revolution; and the watch 
used on the first successful American 
railroad in 1835. 


The watch, dream of science, toy of 
kings, necessity of every person, and 
the article used most universally, 
takes fourteen months to make and 
two months to test. Its most important 
part is the mainspring, which is easily 
affected by the atmospheric conditions, 
and cannot be guaranteed. Each hair 
spring is tested, and the wires are 
made of steel, finely threaded. Great- 
est care is taken in the construction 
and assembling of the balance wheel, 
which travels approximately four 
thousand miles a year, and forty to 
fifty screws, so small that twenty thou- 
sand are necessary to fill a thimble, 
are used in each watch. In testing 
the time pieces, every possible position 
and every temperature is taken into 
consideration, Watches are put in re- 
frigerators for twenty-four hours, and 
then are exchanged to a twenty-four 
hour period of heat. Although this 
extreme in temperatures is harmless, 
water will destroy the workmanship 
of the timepieces, 

Most people think that time is reg- 
ulated by the sun; this is not true, 
for the time comes from the stars, and 
in the United States, time is regulated 
at Washington, D. C., from where sig- 
nals are flashed each day at noon over 
a national network. Watchmakers re- 
ceive their certificates from the Hor- 





ological Institute of America, sta- 
tioned at the Capitol City. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Coffee’s 


talk, he showed that people consider 
watches as the greatest tokens to be 
received. Charles A. Lindbergh, Presi- 
dent Hoover, and the World Series 
winners of 1930 are a few of the prom- 
inent recipients of watches, given them 
as rewards of achievement. Many 
modern styles of time-pieces were 
shown, including the smallest watch 
ever made and formal and informal 
styles for both men and women. 

Margaret Amy Thomas, member of 
the National Honorary Society, was 
introduced by Mr. Northrop as the 
first speaker on the second part of the 
assembly. She presented the Honor 
plaque to Ed Hatch, representative of 
home room 226, having the highest 
average—that of 5.55 per cent. 

Mr. John Sinks presented the All- 
American Basketball Team with an 


































award which was accepted by William 
Shafenecker, captain of the team.

“Indiana Day” To 
Be Observed Today 


State Was Made Member of 
Union December 11, 1816; 
Jennings First Governor 





“Indiana Day” to all Hoosiers has 
the same importance as the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence to the 
early Americans. In 1800 the govern- 
ment made William Henry Harrison 
governor of the territory with the 
capital at Vincennes. In 1813 the cap- 
ital was changed to Corydon and 
Thomas Posey was made governor. 

It was not until 1815 that Indiana 
had enough people so that they might 
form a Constitution and asked to be 
admitted to the Union. Indiana was 
admitted as a state on December 11, 
1816. In August of that year, Jona- 
than Jennings was elected governor 
of the new state, and was elected for 
the second time three years later. 

The General Assembly of 1925 set 
aside this day to celebrate the admit- 
tance to the Union. Since being ad- 
mitted, Indiana has taken front rank 
in the industrial and political life of 
the nation.

This in done by taking a 
lemon, straining this juice through a 
cheese cloth, weighing out 1.5 grams 
of the lemon juice. After this is done 
a few drops of phenolphthalein is ad- 
ded as an indicator. A standard so- 
lution of sodium hydroxide is added 
until the color changes to a faint 
pink. Then the normality of sodium 
hydroxide and the number of cubic 
centimeters used calculates the per 
cent of citric acid as follows: NOCC 
n-10 NA OHX normalityx 100% equals 
number of grains of citric acid in 
sample. Number of grams of citric 
acid x 100 + by weight of sample used 
equals % of citric acid.

Mass Chew “Writes 
“Go Gorrect Lossible ‘ 


Incorrect Impression 





Miss Chew, a new member of our 
faculty from England, wishes to ex- 
plain the life of the English school girl 
better so that we may not misunder- 
stand a recent editorial published in 
the Northerner, 


Madam, 

I shall be grateful if you will kindly 
extend to me the courtesy of your col- 
umns for a few comments on an edi- 
torial, “Is the American Girl Infer- 
ior?” in this week’s issue of your 
paper. 

I do not intend to enter upon any 
discussion of the relative merits of 
American and English girls. I can 
only say that in my three months’ ex- 
perience of this country, I have in- 
variably found the girls with whom I 
have come in contact both in school 
and out of it, extremely kind, helpful 
and courteous, in every way. I should, 
however, like to correct a few misap- 
prehensions, especially as I fear they 
may have arisen through a misunder- 
standing of remarks I have made in 
various talks on the English educa- 
tional system. 

Your editorial conveyed the mis- 
taken impression that no English 
schools are co-educational. Our ele- 
mentary schools, and all our universi- 
ties, include both sexes. In the early 
days of English secondary schools, 
they, too, were “mixed,” and a good 
number are so still. I myself was edu- 
cated in a co-educational school, and 
have also taught in one. In recent 
years, the trend has certainly been to- 
wards the division of boys and girls in 
separate schools, and arguments for 
both types of education are frequently 
put forward. In any case, as our girls 
live at home, they are by no means 
denied the society of their brothers 
and friends’ brothers. 

I have never hesitated to express 
my admiration for the equipment of 
Fort Wayne schools, and for the num- 
ber and diversity of their extra-curri- 
cular activities, or to admit that Eng- 
lish schools as a whole do not offer so 
wide a range of such activities. This 
will always be the case I imagine since 
English people do not seem to organ- 
ize so readily in clubs as do Ameri- 
cans, and English schools are, and 
will remain under any change of sys- 
tem, smaller than the average Amer- 
ican school. But I should be sorry to 
give the impression that we do not 
realize the importance of such activi- 
ties, or that our children are denied 
the opportunity to express themselves 
out of class. All English boys and 
girls play games with energy and en- 
thusiasm; they belong to, and run, lit- 
erary and debating societies, dramatic 
clubs, musical artistic and school sub- 
ject societies. They organize plays, 
bazaars, magazines, League of Na- 
tion Unions, socials, mock elections 
and mock trials. 

Women in England, as in America, 
must, can, and do work in industry, 
business, and the professions, and the 
education of the English girl is de- 


signed to fit her for that end. She|" 


has not so much chance to move about 
in automobiles as her American count- 
erpart, and life in England as a whole 
is not so full of constant activity and 
of material comforts, as life in Amer- 
ica, But she has her share of dances, 
holidays, books, movies, radios, and— 
in many cases, at least—she still en- 
joys her ten and fifteen-mile walks 
in the country. In all essentials, the 
English schoolgirl is as free as her 
American contemporaries, and to im- 
ply that she is “Victorian” causes any- 
one who knows her commonsense, re- 
liability, and independence, to smile.

The requirements for the junior life 
saving test are: Age 12 years and up. 
Passing swimmers’ test. At least 
eight hours preparation and practice.

Left and right. 

3. Release front 
Left and right. 

4, Release back strangle hold. Left 
and right. 

5. Resuscitation, 142 minutes’ dem- 
onstration, prone pressure 
method. 

6. Surface dive in six to eight feet, 
recovering various objects three 
times and a ten-pound weight 
once. 

7. Correct approach, 30 feet, and 
head carry, 30 feet. 

8. Correct approach, 30 feet, and 
eross-chest. Carry 30 feet. 

9. Correct approach, 30 feet, and 
hair carry, 30 feet. 

10. Tired swimmers’ carry, 30 feet, 

preceded by a 30-foot swim. 

Award: Membership card and em- 
blem for bathing suit, 25 cents, En- 
ameled pin, optional, 25 cents. 

Senior Life Saving Test: 

Requirements—Age, 17 years and 
up. Eight hours or more instruction.

16—Hair carry, 60 feet, preceded by 
60-foot swim, proper approach and 
turn. 

17—Tired swimmers’ carry, 60 feet, 
preceded by 60-foot swim. 

18—Oral quiz on life saving, five 
questions. 

Awards: Membership card and em- 
blem for bathing suit, 50 cents; en- 
ameled pin, optional 50 cents. 

The following is suggested as a test 
of eligibility for the life saving class: 

1. Swimming one-quarter mile, free 

style. 

2. Demonstration back stroke and 

side stroke. 

3. Performing front dive or racing 

start in good form. 

4. Retrieving object in six to eight 

feet of water. 

As large classes are expected by 
both instructors this year, swimmers 
are asked to sign up early.

Culver Scholarship 
Offered To Hoosier 


One Indiana Boy May Win 
$6,000 Gift From Mili- 
tary Academy 





One of the twelve full scholarships 
in Culver Military Academy (valued 
at $6,000 each) recently established 
by the trustees of that school in mem- 
ory of the wife of the founder, is open 
to any Indiana ninth grade boy 
through state-wide competitive exam- 
inations starting May 19. 

‘The scholarship is open, with cer- 
tain limits, to all ninth grade boys re- 
siding in Indiana. It becomes effective 
next September and is good for three 
years. It is so liberal in its provisions 
as to cover all necessary school ex- 
penses, including tuition, board, room, 
uniforms, equipment and text books. 

The boys will be judged largely on 
their qualities of health, mentality, 
scholastic attainment, life purpose, 
originality, initiative, emotional sta- 
bility and faculty for social adjust- 
ment. 

The intention of the trustees of the 
Academy in offering these scholar- 
ships, is two fold. First, to remove 
every obstacle of cost from the paths 
of certain boys of proved character 
and ability who cannot otherwise en- 
joy the benefits and advantages of 
such education and training. Second, 
to bring into the life and activity of 
the academy the example, ambition 
and stimulus which the winners of 
such a competition are certain to fur- 
nish. 

The preliminary examinations will 
be given in high schools in the fol- 
lowing centers. Candidates must 
specify in their application blanks at 
which center they prefer to take the 
examination. An admission card will 
be furnished when the application is 
accepted. Fort Wayne, Evansville, 
Gary, Huntington, Culver, Indianap- 
olis, Lafayette, Marion, Bloomington, 
Lawrenceburg, Logansport, Madison, 
New Albany, Richmond, Seymour, 
South Bend, Terre Haute, and Vin- 
cennes. 

The members of the committee 
which will conduct the examinations 
and make the awards are Dr. Henry 
L. Smith, dean of the School of Edu- 
cation, Indiana University; chairman, 
Dr. Edward C. Elliott, president of 
Purdue University; and Mr. Milo H. 
Stuart, assistant superintendent of 
Schools of Indianapolis.

They may say that we go to the 
boiler room when we skip classes; but 
they are wrong. We are drawn to the 
cafeteria by the tantalizing smell of 
“chow”, “chow” and more “chow.” 
Two-hundred twenty hungry gour- 
mands flock there daily, and all do 
their duty to retain their reputation. 

Mrs. Wellmier seems to think that 
North Side students still like that fa- 
mous baby food, milk. They pour from 
sixty-four to eighty half points of 
that lactic fluid down their gullets, or, 
should I say esophagus, daily; not 
counting the thirty-two half pints of 
chocolate malted milk, nor the two or 
three quarts of buttermilk that is con- 
sumed by our esteemed faculty. That 
is one of the reasons we are so 
healthy. The other is spinach and

Third and Fourth Consecu- 
tive Defeats Handed 
Red by Decatur 
and Wabash 


Both Games Are Close; Hill- 
climbers Come From

During last week-end, the North 
Side Redskins dropped their third and 
fourth consecutive games of the sea- 
son, losing to Decatur Friday evening 
by a score of 23 to 28, and to Wabash 
Saturday by another two-point mar- 
gin, the score being 26 to 24.

To Students 
At Assembly 


Famous Exponent of Good 
Health Speaks on Import- 
ance of Correct Food 


Speech Is Well Received by 
Pupils; Abounds in Wit 
and Humor 








For forty years, W. T. Reis, or 
“Uncle Billy,” as he jis commonly 
known, has been spreading the gospel 
of “good health through correct foods” 
throughout the United States. He is 
America’s “youngest old man,” being 


looking and spry as some men of 
forty or fifty. 

By means of lectures and syndi- 
cated newspaper columns, this health 
authority, has brought to the minds 
of many the value of health, and the 
importance of balanced foods to in- 
dividuals. Approximately two hun- 
dred and fifty health camps have been 
organized over the country, where the 
bodies of unhealthy children and ad- 
ults are being built up to normal. 
“Uncle Billy” has no special fee for 
work or lecture tours, He works in 
cooperation with the leaders of the 
organizations and clubs of the cities. 
and it was through the heads of the 
various clubs of Fort Wayne that Mr. 
Reis’ services were obtained. 

In his talk, given in the auditor- 
ium, Tuesday morning, January 12, 
“Uncle Billy” explained why some 
foods that are eaten do not contain 
the vitamins and minerals which are 
originally there before they are pre- 
pared to be eaten. The real values 
are found in the skins of potatoes, 
the brown coverings of rice, and the 
tops of many green vegetables. Milk 
is the leader of all foods, since it con- 
tains all the elements necessary for 
the growth of the body, and the pre- 
vention of such diseases as scurvy 
and rickets. 

No individual can lose weight suc- 
cessfully by taking pills and medi- 
cines. Gas pockets are formed in the 
digestive system which cause the body 
to become run down, and death may 
result. The proper way to reduce is 
not through starving, but by eating 
as much as one wants of balanced 
meals. 

Mr. Reis also remarked that the 
real cause of the bad health of young 
people was the food that is eaten. 
Ice cream is one of the best foods 
there is, and he urged young people 
to eat lots of it. 

Humor, real wit, and a_ serious 
thread of thought made up the talk 
of this remarkable man, which was 
enthusiastically received by the stu- 
dent body.

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Rules of School 
Are Published 


Regulations Are Needed to 
Avoid Friction, Misunder- 
standing Among Pupils 


For the benefit of the freshman and 
new students, the most important 
rules and regulations~of the school 
will be printed here. 

Contrary to the plan followed in 
previous years, students must get on 
their cards the signatures of all of 
their teachers, including gym, swim- 
ming and glee club instructors. Boys 
may secure the signatures of their 
gym teachers in Room 116, and of 
their swimming teacher in his office. 
The girls’ gym and swimming teachers 
will be found in Room 117. Those tak- 
ing band, orchestra or chorus report 
to Room 314. These signatures may 
be secured during lunch and study 
periods. 

Instructions to Students 

The school regulations which we 
have in force at North Side are not 
meant to hedge you in nor to curtail 
your privileges. You must remember 
that we are a community of nearly 
1,200 persons working in one building. 
And then consider that these regula- 
tions are made to protect you—to 
keep others from infringing on your 
rights. 

As for you, we like to feel that you 
are not governed by school rules, but 
by the sincere desire to do the right 
thing at all times and under every 
condition. 

A few fundamental rules, however, 
are essential for the successful oper- 
ation of any organization. A strict 
adherence to these rules will mark you 
as a good citizen of this school, fric- 
tion and misunderstanding will be 
avoided, and your school life will be 
much more pleasant and happy. 

The school day begins at 8:20 and 
closes at 3:15, eight periods long, with 
recitations each period. All pupils 
are to be in their home rooms at 8:20. 
All periods in which pupils have no 
recitations, except those marked lunch, 
will be spent in the study hall or li- 
brary unless excused by the principal. 
Pupils leaving the building at any 
time during the day, except their reg- 
ular lunch period must have permis- 
sion to leave signed by Mrs. Clark or 
the teacher in charge of Room 316. 
Leaving without® permission consti- 
tutes truancy and will be dealt with 
accordingly. x 

Pupils who lunch outside the build- 
ing the fourth or sixth period are not 
to loiter at entrance of the building 
on their return, but are to enter the 
building and go directly to the study 
hall and wait until the end of the 
period before depositing wraps and 
getting books. Pupils who lunch in 
the building are not to leave the cafe- 
teria during the last ten minutes of 
the period but are to wait for the dis- 
missal bell. 

Those pupils who return from lunch 
the fifth period are asked to time 
their return to the building so as to 
reach here not earlier than 12:30. If 
you do this you may go to your lock- 
ers, dispose of your wraps, get your 
books, instead of going directly to 
316. Pupils leaving the cafeteria dur- 
ing the last ten minutes of the fifth 
period may have the same privilege. 
We wish to avoid congestion in the 
halls. Therefore, after securing your 
books, move on toward the room in 
which you have your sixth period 
class. Remember! This plan applies 
to the FIFTH period only. 

Pupils who are late will report to 
Mrs. Clark in Room 116. There are 
no legitimate excuses for tardiness 
and time lost in this manner must be 
made up after 3:15. 

A pupil who is absent from class 
one day will not be admitted to sub- 
sequent session of the class without 
an admit slip. These admits will be 
issued by the Home Room teacher 
upon presentation of an excuse signed 
by a Parent or Guardian. 

The entrance in the south wing of 
the building may be used at any time 
except during the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth periods. Congregating near this 
entrance during these periods will re- 
sult in a cancellation of this privi- 
lege. 

The library is open to students who 
wish to read quietly and to those who 
have reference work to do. Students 
may use the library only ONE period 
during the entire day. Lunch periods 
are NOT an exception. Textbook 
studying of any sort, theme writing, 
problems, and exercise work may NOT 
be done in the library under any cir- 
cumstances. Students who are willing 
to comply with the rules of the library 
will be very welcome, but those who do 
not care to conform with the necessary 
regulations will be denied library priv- 
ileges. The rules will be posted in 
the library so that there need be no 
misunderstanding concerning them. 

Boys who use the bicycle room 
should dismount at least 75 feet from 
the door and should not mount bi- 
cycles until 75 feet from the door. 

All pupils who drive automobiles to 
school and all pupils who ride in au- 
tomobiles must have permits on file in 
the office. Blanks may be secured 
from Mrs. Clark. Penalty for the 
violation of this rule is suspension.

Members Must Be Able to 
Apply Artificial Respira- 
tion; Rules Listed 





Red Cross Life Saving classes will 
begin on January 26. All girls over 
twelve years old are eligible for the 
junior test while giris seventeen 
years or over are eligible for the 
senior test. 

Girls should be able to swim twenty 
lengths of the pool for this test. The 
junior test requires: 

1. In deep water, disrobe and swim 
100 yards. 

2, Release double 
wrist. Left and right. 

8. Release front strangle hold, left 
and right. 

4, Release back strangle hold, left 
and right. 

5. Resuscitation one and one-half 
minute demonstration. Prone press- 
ure method, 

6. Surface dive in six to eight feet, 
recovering various objects three 
times and a ten-pound weight once. 

7. Correct approach, 30 feet, and 
head carry, 30 feet. 

8. Correct approach, 30 feet, 
cross-chest carry, 30 feet. 

9. Correct approach, 30 -feet, 
hair carry, 30 feet. 

10. Tired swimmer’s carry, 30 
feet, preceded by 30 foot swim. 

The senior test is similar to the 
junior test although the distance is 
longer and the number of times an 
approach or carry to be done is 
more.

Planting of Trees 
Marks Celebration 


Northerner Publishes Series 
of Articles on Washington 
Bi-Centenial Observance 





In accordance with the George 
Washington Bicentennial Celebration 
which is being held throughout the 
United States this year, the Northern- 
er, in cooperation with the history de- 
partment of North Side, is publishing 
a series of articles taken from the 
George Washington Bicentennial Cel- 
ebration clip sheet, the first of which 
appears here. 

“Going well over the halfway point 
toward 10,000,000 trees to be planted 
to mark the Bicentennial, in 1932, of 
the birth of George Washington 
American citizens have registered 
7,691,885 such plantings on the na- 
tional honor roll of the American Tree 
Association. New York and Pennsyl- 
vania are in the lead. With the 
spring and fall planting seasons still 
before them, however, Charles Lath- 
rop Pack, president of the American 
Tree Association, says the tree plant- 
ing army will reach beyond the objec- 
tive set when the call to plant in honor 
of Washington was sent out more than 
a year ago. 

“Thousands of trees will be planted 
by women’s clubs, the D. A. R., and 
civic bodies during the Bicentennial 
year,” says Mr. Pack. “Many which 
were planted last fall will be dedi- 
cated this year. Why not make the 
trees, as they grow, the point of dedi- 
cation exercises every year? This 
would be particularly appropriate 
with two trees planted by schools. 
Surely there is much more appeal in 
the living tree than in any monu- 
ment of stone. Picture what such a 
rallying point will mean to the tree 
planters 25 years from now.”

Editor's Note: This is the second of a 
series of articles to be published by the 
Northerner in accordance with the na- 
tional celebration of the two hundredth an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington. 


In the winter of 1777, when General 
George Washington had placed his 
forces in winter quarters at Morris- 
town, New Jersey, so many of his 
men were lost to useful service be- 


cause of smallpox that the order was 


given to render them immune to fu- 
ture attacks by innoculation of the 
entire army. 

Throughout New Jersey consider- 
able alarm was felt as a consequence 
of this. The people, fearful lest the 


“disease” induced by innoculation get 


out of control and sweep the state, 


sent representatives to General Wash- 


ington to protest. The Commander- 
in-Chief not only carried out the order 
but convinced his visitors of the harm- 
lessness of the mild disorder resulting 
from innoculation. 

_ Thus even in this unexpected direc- 
tion, Washington, according to the 
United States George Washington Bi- 
centennial Commission, disclosed him- 
self as something of a pioneer. For 
his time, he was distinctly a “mod- 
ern.” Innoculation was not a new 
thing in that day. Years before 
physicians in various parts of the 
country had tried it, but never before 
had innoculation been resorted to on 
such a large scale.

A New Angle on Lincoln? 


In a log cabin in Kentucky, 123 years ago today, was born a 
baby boy who is today considered by thousands of people to be 
the greatest American who ever lived. 

In the course of a century’s time, a great throng of stories, 
fanciful, and true, have grown up and surrounded the great eman- 
cipator, until he, himself, has become almost a saintly myth to the 
American people who look up to him. In fact, so much has been 
written and told to you of his virtues and his shortcomings since 
you were in kindergarten, that by the time you’ve reached high 
school, every time you begin to read another article, story or book 
on his character and life you know that you’ve probably read or 
heard the very same thing in a slightly different form several 
times before; consequently, you’re saying to yourselves by this 
time, “Good night !—Another editorial on Lincoln!” 

After his Cooper Union speech of February 27, 1860, Lincoln 
was journeying back to New York via rail, and en route, was asked 
by a certain Mr. Gulliver, also a passenger on this train, to answer 
a question. The question pertained to Lincoln’s method of attack- 
ing a problem and studying it. 

Now this question sounds mighty uninteresting, but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the answer Lincoln gave wasn’t. Lincoln had a habit 
of excluding unnecessary and ponderously ununderstandable words 
from his conversation. 

There was only one thing that could anger Lincoln, and that 
was being talked to in English that he could not understand. Have 
you ever been irritated when your teachers, friends or parents con- 
verse in terms and phrases which you did not understand? 

Lincoln as a boy would go to his room after hearing the neigh- 
bors talk in the evening with his father, and he would spend no 
small part of the night pacing up and down, trying to make out the 
exact meaning of some of their phrases of speech. He would not 
give up until he had put the term he did not understand into a 
language plain enough for anyone to understand. This translating 
of terms unfamiliar to most people into a form of speech under- 
standable to anyone, became a passion with Lincoln, and accounted 
for his wonderful popularity with the masses of people—they 
could understand him! 

Lincoln was one of the most successful lawyers of his time, 
largely because his English could be understood. This quality of 
Lincoln’s would be defined today as the ability “to put yourself 
across.” 

While learning other lessons in high school, are you learning to 
put your goods and yourself across? That is Lincoln’s message to 
Redskins today.

Washington’s military career began 
when he was twenty-one. He was com- 
missioned by Governor Dinwiddie to 
deliver a message to the French on 
the Ohio, who were encroaching upon 
what was then Virginia territory. His 
subsequent activities during the Brad- 
dock campaign are all well known. 

George Washington was not only 
“First in War,” but he was among the 
very first to be prepared for war in 
the event that England persisted in 
her crushing attitude toward the col- 
onies. 

Never in all history did a com- 
mander conduct a war under such dis- 
couraging conditions. But discourage- 
ments to this hardy pioneer meant 
nothing. His first work was to con- 
vert an aggregation of 16,000 men, 
mostly farmers, into a disciplined 
fighting machine. 

His next big job was so to arouse 
the love and patriotism of his soldiers 
for the cause for which they were 
fighting, that they would be willing 
to endure hunger, sickness, disease, 
and go shoeless and well-nigh naked. 

In a short time Washington drove 
the enemy out of Boston and took a 
position before New York. When the 
British thought they had him cornered 
there, he quietly moved his army of 
10,000 across the river. His retreats 
were as annoying to the enemy as his 
victories. He could always turn a 
defeat into a reason for more determ- 
ined fighting. 

Today all the world applauds his 
midnight crossing of the ice-flowing 
Delaware and the dramatic battle of 
Trenton, where he surprised the He 
sians and won a victory that electri- 
fied the nation.

Miss Olga Elkouri, of Louisville, 
Kentucky, was at North Side Monday, 
February 8, representing the Reming- 
ton Rand Incorporation. Miss Elkouri 
recently appeared in Paramount moy- 
ies, featured as the world’s most ver- 
satile stenographer. She is also the 
typist who accompanied the Reming- 
ton Rhythm Rounders over the radio. 

In her demonstration she first start- 
ed at thirty words a minute, empha- 
sizing the fact that rhythm is the 
most important thing in typewriting. 
She gradually increased her speed to 
166 words per minute, while at the 
same time, she added up a total of 
ten numbers named by a member of 
the audience. While typing at the rate 
of 131 words per minute, she sang 
songs in Arabian, Egyptian, German, 
and Spanish. 

She transcribed a letter at the rate 
of 130 words per minute. Miss Elk- 
ouri stated that her best record was 
made when she typed 136 words per 
minute for a half hour, 

All students enrolled in the short- 
hand and typing department were ex- 
cused from their eighth period classes 
to attend the demonstration.

Highest Average Is 5.48;

Three Other Rooms 


For the second consecutive time, 
Room 226. a senior home room, has 
acquired the large plaque awarded 
ay the North Side chapter of the Na- 
sional Honor Society for outstanding 
scholarship during the last semester. 
In addition to the large plaque, small- 
er replicas will be awarded to junior 
home room 222, sophomore room 320, 
and freshman home room 231 at an 
assembly to be held soon. 

The various home room averages 
were computed by the Honor Society 
members at a meeting held February 
14 at the home of Mary Lu Barnett.

Circulation 
Campaign Is 
Progressing 
Total Number of Subscrip- 


tions Reach 600; Only Two 
100 Per Cent Rooms 


Students May Obtain Papers 
by Signing Promissory 
Notes, Paying Later 





Although Northerner circulation 
has now mounted to 600, there are 
still 650 students in school who have 
not subscribed as yet. In order to 
boost circulation, all Northerner staff 
members must secure two new sub- 
scriptions in order to remain on the 
staff. 

The goal was set at 950. and every 
effort is being put forth to reach this 
total. Considering that only half of 
the school has subscribed for the pa- 
per, Ted Grisell, circulation manager, 
stated, and everyone reads it, the 
logical conclusion is that 200 subserip- 
tions can still be secured. 

In the circulation race between 
South Side and North Side, South Side 
is leading at the present time.

This is the easiest way to be able to 
have the Northerner, it was stated by 
Miss Rowena Harvey, adviser, but 
the understanding is that the notes 
will be paid by the date set. 

Wilma Geisler, Mary Lou Thomas, 
and Mary Lou Rose, assistant circu- 
lation managers, have been going 
around to the various home rooms 
in their sections, and making speeches 
to boost circulation in these rooms. 
Home room agents report that this 
policy is very successful. 


Art Teacher Gives Talk 


Miss Bernice Sinclair Addresses 
Women’s Club Members; Con- 
trasts Art of East and West 








“Eastern Art’ was the subject dis- 
cussed by Miss Bernice Sinclair last 
Wednesday at a program given under 
the auspices of the art committee of 
the fine arts department of the Wom- 
an’s Club at the club home. Miss 
Gertrude Zook, as chairman of the 
committee, presided. A comparison of 
the art of Persia, India, and other 
countries of the Far East with that of 
the West was included in the talk.

A short summary of each contest 
will be given here, but for more de- 
tailed information one should see the 
notices and letters concerning such on 
the official bulletin board. 

The Chicago Herald and Examiner 
is conducting a Washington Bicenten- 
nial Essay Contest, the subject of 
which is: “George Washington’s Fare- 
well Address and the Lessons To Be 
Learned From It.” There are five 
different divisions for awards based 
upon various qualifications of the en- 
trant. The limit in length ranges 
from 400 to 1000 words according to 
the division it is entered in. The 
contest closes Monday, April 4, and 
anyone wishing full information may 
see the bulletin board or a copy of 
the Sunday edition of the Chicago 
Herald and Examiner. 

The Fort Wayne Lions Club in co- 
operation with the high schools is 
offering opportunity to the students of 
these schools to participate in a na- 
tion-wide essay contest conducted by 
the International Association of Lions 
Clubs. 

The essay shall be written on the 
subject: “What Can a Civic Service 
Luncheon Club Do for My Community 
That Is Not Being Done?”

Some very interesting letters from Miss Katherine Rothen- 
berger have been received by Miss Mildred Huffman. Miss Roth- 
enberger is a former teacher of social science here at North Side. 


She exchanged places with Miss Doris 
Chew, and is now teaching at the 
Burnley Secondary School for Girls 
in England. 

During her Christmas vacation Miss 
Rothenberger toured France and Italy. 
An excerpt from one of her recent 
letters follows: “We crossed on Sat- 
urday, December 19. with a clear day 
and calm sea. We were held up at 
Dieppe on account of a broken engine, 
but at last reached Paris about 6:30 
p. m. There the bus broke down and 
we all had to get out and hail taxis 
down the Champs-Elysees. 

* “The French are marvelous cooks. 
Some of the most delicious dishes 
which they serve are broiled fish with 
mushroom sauce, and chicken with 
three vegetables. 

' “We got a train at 8:30 p. m. for 
Milan. Daylight found us in the Ital- 
ian Alps with Mt. Blane beaming in 
the distance. It was glorious! The 
mountains are all snow-capped and 
the early sun shining on them made 
them look like pink crystals. The 
Italian houses are all pastel shades, 
blue, pink, and yellow. Some houses 
are striped pink and white, while some 
are orange and white checked. All 
have balconies and eaves. 

“We reached Milan about 6:30 p, m. 
and had dinner. Afterward, we went 
out to see the Cathedral by moon- 
light.” 

Miss Rothenberger’s next stop was 
Venice. “Venice is a dream, lovelier,

While in Rome she visited the Eng- 
lish School of Arts and Archaeology, 
St. Peter’s and St. Paul’s Cathedrals, 
the Vatican museum, the Pantheon, 
the Catacombs, and many of the ruins 
of ancient Rome.

Stauffer Captures Scoring

A victory and a defeat, both in N. 
E, I. C. games, marked the week-end 
endeavors of the North Side Redskins.

Fort Wayne “Y” swimming team 
will have its hands full when it meets 
the Culver Military Academy splash- 
ers in the local tank Saturday eve- 
ning, March 5. at 8 o'clock. 

The “Y” team retained the Indiana 
state “Y” swimming trophy for the 
fourth consecutive year with the lop- 
sided score of 6244 to the closest team 
Indianapolis, 11.

Voyage to 


Norway W here She Lived Year

Almost nine-years have passed since we boarded a train and 
took an overland journey from Fort Wayne to New York. We left 


New York on board the steamer S. 


but I think I can remember the most 
important details. When we were on 
board we met many strange people. 
Some spoke Danish, others spoke 
French. I knew only how to speak 
English, and I was puzzled that first 
day on the ship. But I’ve forgotten 
to mention the type of beds we had. 
They were called berths. There were 
six berths in our cabin. I slept on the 
top one, which had a window right 
beside it. Sometimes this window 
would be half covered with water. 
Then I would get a queer feeling as if 
we were half drowned in the Atlantic 
which in reality we were. I was very 
tired that night and was thankful 
when we were shone to our rooms by 
the stewardess. The next morning we 
were awakened by a bell. For a while 
I couldn’t remember where I was, but 
it came to my mind that the captain 
had told us the day before that two 
bells would be rung for the benefit 
of the passengers. The first at 7:30 
as dressing bell and the second at 8 
o’clock as a breakfast bell. After we 
dressed we went down to the basement 
or the bottom floor of the boat. There 
was a large hall which took up half 
of the ship. Tables stretched hori- 
zontally across the floor in rows. The 
cook had a kitchen near a large port 
hole. This was because he had to 
deposit garbage in the ocean. Every 
morning a doctor came to the hall 
and examined the food to see if it 
was fit to eat and if it was not, which 
was very seldom, the cook would have 
to prepare it all over. I remember one 
day after breakfast we were all on 
deck. Some people read, and others 
would sit for hours and watch the 
hundreds of screaming sea gulls which 
flew around the ship. It was around 
10:30 o'clock when someone screamed 
and pointed out to the west side of 
the boat. Everyone looked. About 500 
feet away three large whales were 
sporting around in the water. The 
passengers were very much delighted. 
The cook came up with hundreds of 
slices of bread and threw it out to 
them. They dived under the water 
and when they came up sent a foun- 
tain of water through their mouths. 


S. S. Osear II. I was very young, 





morning we had to arise very early. 
I didn’t know why until I saw the 
crowds on the decks. We were nearing 
Norway. Sure enough, a greenish line 
loomed up on the horizon. The gang- 
plank was lowered and we got off at 
the commercial center jof Norway, 
Christiania (a few years ago the name 
was changed to Oslo). All business 
is transacted at this place. The larg- 
est banks and most beautiful churches 
are to be found there. We did not 
spend much time there (although I 
wished we could have) but immediate- 
ly took a train for the village of 
Kaupang, the home of my grandpar- 
ents. 

They have a very large fruit farm, 
some 200 trees or more, and have a 
city-wide reputation for raising the 
finest apples and plums. Right in back 
of the orchard is a river. This river 
was once a deep lake but has now 
dwindled to a narrow stream. In win- 
ter this ice is very hard and everyone 
uses it for skating. A large hill slopes 
down to the river also, and I’ve been 
spilled in the snow many times when 
my sled would overturn. As we travel 
about three miles east of Kaupang we 
come to the North Sea. There are 
many small islands dotting this sea. 
Most people have summer resorts on 
these islands, but others come there 
to make a living by fishing. Fishing 
of all kinds is a very profitable in- 
dustry because the water abounds with 
codfish, mackerel, and many other 
kinds. I had the opportunity to visit 
one of these islands. My uncle, who 
is also owner of *a store and meat 
market in Oslo, took a train to Kau- 
pang and stayed for a week-end visit. 
He has a beautiful summer home on a 
small island. My mother and I were 
invited to come to this place for two 
weeks, It was in the summer of 1923 
and all the water was alive with fish 
and rowboats. Now and then a sail- 
boat would go by which was a very 
common sight at that time. I believe 
that was about the finest vacation I 
ever had. Almost every day we went 
fishing and rowing, and sometimes 





Many times they shot a stream of 
water 200 feet into the air. But after 
a day of this new sport the whales 
were left behind, much to the regret 
of the passengers. In the evenings 
everyone enjoyed themselves. Most of 
them attended the dance hall which 
was located on the second floor and 
accommodated about one hundred 
couples. And others who did not care 
to dance could attend the theater or 
play bridge or do anything they 
wished. The passengers were divided 
into three classes, first, second, and 
third class passengers. If one would 
like to have a private suite and other 
personal comforts he would be sent 
to the first deck. Most of the people 
on this deck were wealthy and were 
taking the trip either for pleasure or 
for their health. We were second class 
passengers, and lived on second deck. 
We made many friends on the first 
deck, but the second deck was more 
convenient. Almost every place any- 
one needed to go to was on second deck. 
Dance hall, candy store, barber shop, 
ete. 


For five days we sailed, then one

parties were given at the estate in our 
honor. When the two weeks were over, 
we returned to Kaupang. Many times 
after that we visited my uncle’s city 
home, but that was the first and last 
time we ever went to his summer 
estate. 

There is only one thing different in 
the grade schools. In the United 
States one attends grade school eight 
years, but there are only seven grades 
in a Norwegian school. There are also 
many high schools and universities. 
And, of course, the language is dif- 


I would do the same. I learned to 
speak this language in three weeks. 
After associating with my neighbors 
and cousins, I soon forgot all about 
English, and accepted their language 
as a matter of course. Instead of be- 
lieving in Santa Claus they believe 
in Christmas Elves or fairies (it was 
then that I cast aside my belief in 
Santa Claus). They celebrate Christ- 
mas in the very same way that we do. 
They go to church, three miles away, 
every Sunday morning. Those who 
don’t have any other way of getting 
there, walk. But in those days 
nearly everyone had horses and bug- 
gies. Now and then some people ap- 
peared in cars, but this was seldom. 
We had a horse and buggy. If an 
automobile wanted to get past a buggy, 
it would have to go to the farthest 
side of the road and wait till it passed 
for the road from Kaupang to Koel- 
ling Church was narrow and stony. 

After being in Norway for a year 
we became lonesome for America (as 
nine-tenths of the tourists do). We 
then decided to take the return trip. 
It was on this return trip, on my 
sixth birthday, that I received ten 
dollars in Spanish and other foreign 
money from one of the sailors on 
board. Although I no longer have the 
money I still have the letter and en- 
velope which came with it. This is the 
only souvenir I have. Almost every 
month we receive mail from our rela- 
tives in Norway. I never knew how 
to read them, but my parents read 
them for me, and I understand them 
very well. We at last reached New 
York. The gang-plank was lowered 
and again we walked on American 
soil. My father met us at the dock 
and taking a taxi we sped off to a 
hotel which was our home for two or 
three weeks. Then we took the train 
trip overland stopping in different 
cities as we went along. Now we have 
been in Fort Wayne for almost nine 
years and though the trip was won- 
derful, I have no desire to leave Fort 
Wayne.

Fort Wayne Is Only City to 
Receive Two Medalist 
Awards 








At a convention held at Columbia 
University, New York, recently the 
Northerner received Medalist rating 
in the division of schools having 800 
to 1,499 enrollment. 

The Northerner was rated first class 
the past two years and second class 
three years ago, The competition of 
papers is not so much a contest as a 
rating scale, each paper being graded 
by experts on a basis of several hun- 
dred points. Graded score sheets are 
sent each paper entered for the pur- 
pose of improving English, value of 
paper to school and community, its 
contents and general qualities. 

Fort Wayne received recognition at 
Columbia University as being out- 
standing in the country and for its 
size in the teaching of English and 
journalistic English, through the 
awards that its school papers re- 
ceived. 

Fort Wayne was the only city of 
its size in the United States to re- 
ceive two Medalist awards. 

The South Side Times also received 
medalist award at this convention, 
and was the second Fort Wayne 
school to receive first place award. 
The Spotlight of Central High School 
was awarded a second class rating. 
The awards are made by the Colum- 
bia Scholastic Press Association.

Play For State 
Title Begins 
At Indianapolis 


Sixteen Regional Winners 
to Compete Today and To- 
morrow at Field House 


Fort Wayne Region Repre- 
sented by Bluffton, Co- 
lumbia City 





Today and tomorrow, Indiana bas- 
ketball will reach the grand climax 
of the season with sixteen teams, rep- 
resentative of the state’s best, battl- 
ing in he Butler Fieldhouse for the 
grand state title. This year’s tour- 
nament is somewhat unique in that 
very few of the teams usually seen in 
the tournament are represented. Such 
familiar names as Washington, Mun- 
cie, Frankfort, and Martinsville are 
not to be found among the entrants. 
The Calumet district and the South 
Bend and Fort Wayne districts also 
failed to send representatives. 

The Fort Wayne region is repre- 
sented by two worthy teams, Bluffton 
and Columbia City. However, neither 
is expected to get beyond the second 
round of the tourney. Columbia City 
meets Greencastle in the first game 
of the Friday afternoon session and 
will give the downstate team a real 
battle. The only team in this section 
that tackled Greencastle this year was 
Central and the Tigers lost, 28 to 20. 
The Columbia City Eagles hold vic- 
tories over North Side, Decatur, and 
Huntington, but were defeated by Cen- 
tral and South Side. 

Bluffton, representing the Fort 
Wayne regional, tackles Winamac, 
winner at Mishawaka, and should win. 
Bluffton has won from North Side 
and Central this season but dropped 
games to South Side, Decatur, and 
. Hartford City. However, all of these 
losses were avenged directly or in- 
directly in tournament play. Wina- 
mas lost to the Central Tigers, but 
defeated Decatur and Huntington dur- 
ing the 1931-32 season. 

A number of dark horses emerged 
in the regional playoff. Among these 
may be included Newcastle, Seymour, 
Michigan City, Cicero, and Winamac. 
Neweastle won a thriller from Muncie 
on a referee’s decision as to whether 
or not Thoman, Newcastle player, 
took a shot before or after the game. 
was ended. Ward Gilbert, chemistry 
instructor at South Side, ruled that 
the basket resulting from the shot 
was good, giving the Trojans the 
game. This decision was clean-cut. 

* The story that the officials disagreed 
or changed the decision was largely 
newspaper talk. 

It will take Marion a long time 
to get over their one-point loss to 
Cicero in their own regional. Very 
likely it resulted from overconfidence. 
Winamac surprised nearly everybody 
by defeating Nappanee, heavy favor- 
ites to win at Mishawaka. At La- 
Porte, Emerson of Gary was favored, 
but lost to Michigan City in their 
initial tilt. At Bedford, popular opin- 
ion as to the winner was divided be- 
tween Bedford and New Albany. Sey- 
mour, a team that has been trying for 
years to survive the Bedford regional, 
walked away with the laurels. 

‘the smallest school among the se- 
lect sixteen is Cicero, winner at Mar- 
ion, Cicero is located 28 miles north 
of Indianapolis and has a population 
of 900, about that of Monroeville. At 
the other extreme is Technical of In- 
dianapolis. Technical is easily the 
largest school in the state, rivaled 
only by Central of South Bend. Many 
dopesters pick the Capitol City team 
to take the tournament. Other small 
schools are Winamac and _ Delphi. 
Both towns have a population of less 
than 2,000. Because of the tourney 
schedule, neither is expected to sur- 
vive the first round.

North Side’s annual home room 
basketball tournament got under way 
on Wednesday of last week.

Some of the Freshman and 
Sophomore teams have shown up well 
and will give the older boys plenty 
of competiton before the tourney is 
over. 

Last year junior home room 224 
won the tourney and had the number 
of the room engraved on the cup which 
is given to the winners of this tourna- 
ment. Room 333 won the consolation 
round last year. The general consen- 
sus of opinion is that room 224 will 
be pushed beyond the limit if they 
retain the championship. Last year’s 
consolation champions passed the first 
round of the tourney safely and are 
very much in the running. 





Rollo Chambers 


In addition to coaching a track team 
and teaching severtal physics classes, 
Rolla Chambers, well-liked teacher at 
North Side, is highly in demand as a 
basketball official during the winter 
months. 

Besides officiating one of the fullest 
seasons that he has ever “worked”, 
Mr. Chambers was one of the sectional 
officials at Marion and also carried 
on his whistle-tooting job at the 
Frankfort regional. Mr. Chambers 
“worked” about 21 games this season 
outside of the tourneys, which, ac- 
cording to him, kept him plenty busy, 
as he had two or three games every 
week-end. 

Mr. Chambers has refereed games 
over the most of northern Indiana, 
and has also ventured outside of his 
home state and officiated in Ohio, 
South of Lima being one of the Buck- 
eye games that Mr. Chambers super- 
vised. Counting all of the tourney 
games in addition to his regular sea- 
son, the total of games was brought 
well over thirty. 

When asked, Mr. Chambers stated 
that he got on very well at both the 
Marion and the Frankfort tourneys, 
both crowds and officials seeming well 
satisfied with his work. Mr. Cham- 
bers has had six years of experience 
in officiating activities, and says smil- 
ingly that every season will be his 
last, but confides that he has been in- 
creasingly busy each season.

Young “Gadpoles Are 
Hatched From Eggs 
In Biology Glass 


About two weeks ago Martha Lou 
Cleaver and Jerry Baumgartner 
brought a colony of frog eggs to their 
biology class. They found them in a 
pond and thought perhaps they would 
hatch if taken care of, so they brought 
them to Miss Alexander’s class. Each 
of the eggs was about the size of a pea, 
and there were about a dozen in the 
group. After about a week, the black 
centers of the eggs elongated, and soon 
the young tadpoles emerged. This 
process of the young coming out of 
their egg was visible and very inter- 
esting to watch. They are now about 
half an inch long, and since they are 
vegetarians in their early stages, they 
are living on pond scum which is in 
the basin in which they are living. It 
is hoped that they will survive lon: 
enough to pass through all the stages 
of development and grow into real 
frogs. It took about two days for all 
the eggs to hatch and anyone wishing 
to see the various stages in the lives 
of these young frogs will find an inter- 
esting page of illustrations in the biol- 
ogy book on page 282.

Is Entered In 
GorgasContest 


Paper by Helen Ewing Selec- 
ted as Best of Five En- 
tries; Mosquitoes Is 
Subject 
Five Hundred Dollars Of- 
fered as First National 
Prize 





Helen Ewing’s thesis on the Gor- 
gas memorial has been sent to the na- 
tional headquarters at Washington, 
D. G., to be judged, it was announced 
by Miss Mary Cromer, head of the 
English department at North Side. 
Helen’s paper was selected from five 
essays that were handed in by pupils 
of the English department, although 
the contest was open to both juniors 
and seniors. Those who entered pa- 
pers were Dick Stauffer, Harold 
Braun, Margaret Anspach, and Iris 
Johnson. 

This is the fourth year that this 
contest has been sponsored. In 1930 
another North Side girl, Tillie Kram- 
er, won the state prize for the best 
essay on the Gorgas memorial. The 
topie for the contest this year is the 
subject, “Mosquitoes and Their Rela- 
tion to Disease.” Mr. Henry L. Do- 
herty, New York City, who has long 
been interested in this health prob- 
lem, is contributing the prizes, which 
are as follows: High School prize. 
Gorgas Medallian; state prize, ten 
dollars in cash; national prizes, first 
prize, $500 in cash, and $200 travel 
allowance to Washington, D. C., to 
receive award; second prize, $150 in 
cash; third prize, $50 in cash; fourth 
and fifth selections, honorable men- 
tion. 

The rules of the contest are that 
the essay is not to exceed 1,500 words; 
the essay must be written on one side 
of the paper only, with liberal mar- 
gins. Each manuscript must bear the 
name, school and home address of the 
writer, and following pledge on offi- 
ial entrance blank must be signed: 
*“T hereby pledge my word of honor 
that I have written this essay myself.” 

Only Juniors and Seniors are eligi- 

- ble. Winning essay must be post- 
marked not later than midnight March 
15, and mailed to Gorgas Memorial 
Institute, Washington. D. C., for entry 
in the state contest. 

Miss Cromer and Miss Julia Storr, 
a member of the English department, 
judged the papers, according to the 
rules that stated that a staff member 
or members should grade high school 
papers and select the high school win- 
ner. A committee of three state offi- 
cials will grade winning high school 
papers and determine the winner in 
each state. A committee of three na- 
tional judges, United States Commis- 
sioner of Education; Surgeon General 
United States Public Health Service, 
and Director General, American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, will grade winning 
state papers and determine the na- 
tional winner. 

The contest last year was partici- 
pated in by approximately 1200 stu- 
dents.

Scholarships 
To Carnegie 
Are Offered 


Master Plumbers Provide 
Scholarships in Plumb- 
ing, Heating and 
Ventilation 





Requirements Are Listed; 
Applicants Must Be Sons 
of Plumbers 





For the year 1932-33, it has been 
decided by the National Association 
of Master Plumbers to grant two 
scholarships at the Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology, in plumbing, 
heating, and ventilating, each schol- 
arship carrying with it six hundred 
dollars per year throughout the course. 
The scholarship committee consisted 
of John J. Vogelpohl, chairman; 
George H. Drake, Richard J. Welch, 
P. W. Donoghue, and John J. Calnan. 
‘The executive offices are: Shoreham 
Building, 15th and H Streets, N. W., 
Washington, D. C. 

Those competing for the scholar- 
ship must meet the requirements for 
admission to the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology and also the requirements 
of the National Association of 
Plumbers. 

The requirements of the Carnegie 
are: English, 3 units; algebra, 1% 
units; plane geometry, 1 unit; solid 
geometry, % unit; physics, 1 unit; 
and 2 units of one foreign language; 
and in addition to the nine Carnegie 
units represented by the above sub- 
jects, elective credits amounting to 
six units. As elective subjects the 
following are accepted: history, sci- 
ence, mathematics, one additional unit 
in English, and foreign language. For 
voeational subjects, such as_ shop 
work, drawing, manual training, ag- 
riculture, bookkeeping, shorthand, and 
typing, only one-half the usual credit 
is given, and with a maximum of two 
units for any amount of such work 
that may be offered. 

The requirements of the National 
Association of Master Plumbers are: 
(1) The applicant must be the son 
of a master plumber, who is a mem- 
ber of the National Association of 
Master Plumbers in good standing; 
(2) scholarship; (3) need; (4) per- 
sonality; (5) interest and intent. 

All candidates for the scholarship 
must make application by letter to 
the National Office of the Association, 
Shoreham Building, 15th and H 
Streets, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

The names of all the applicants to- 
gether with their credentials, includ- 
ing a complete record of preparatory 
work, must be in the office of the 
Registrar of the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology not later than May 16. 
The two successful candidates will be 
awarded the scholarships during the 
national convention held from June 
20 to 23. 

The course in plumbing, heating, 
and ventilating includes the same 
basic subject matter that is commonly 
included in other engineering courses 
along with more specialized subjects, 
and a few more cultural subjects such 
as economics, history, English, com- 
mercial law, accounting.

Having no points deducted from 
general consideration of the paper, 
and receiving 916 points out of a pos- 
sible 1000, the Northerner ranked es- 
pecially well in the Columbia Schol- 
astic Press Association receiving a 
gold medal at the convention held last 
month. 

Each paper entered is compared 
with the others in its own particular 
class and is rated according to its 
relative standing with reference to 
the entries. The Northerner was en- 
tered in Class B, that is, with the 
schools having from 800 to 1500 stu- 
dents. Each item of the paper was 
given full consideration and checked 
according to its comparatice rating. 
The scoring points were established 
after a study of the average news- 
paper. 

In general appearance and make-up, 
the Northerner received 235 points, 
250 being the maximum; news content 
received 318 points out of a possible 
350; editorial and humor rated 213 
points, and advertising received 50 
points, the highest possible number 
of points. 

In grading the Northerner, the 
judges considered whether or not the 
news stories were well written, used 
good English, represented varied ac- 
tivities, emphasized coming events, 
avoided editorializing, and were inter- 
esting. The editorials were graded 
according to their general effect on the 
school, whether they are readable and 
effective, avoid preaching, and are of 
good length. 

No points were deducted from the 
Northerner in the summary, which 
took into consideration three points, 
namely: Publication seems to be work 
of students; gives good impression of 
school, but not through exaggerated 
boasting; seems to fill function of a 
school publications, i.e., to give news 
of all phases of school’s life; to pro- 
vide entertainment; to develop good 
morale.

Final Schedule of Classes Given 











This morning students are to make 
out programs for next semester, ac- 
cording to M. H. Northrop, principal. 
His instructions are as follows: 

“Write in the proper place the sub- 
jects you are taking this semester, 
followed by your mid-semester grades; 
then in the proper column list the 
subjects elected for next semester. 
The schedule of classes as published 
last week has been checked over in 
order to eliminate conflicts. There 
may still be a few but in most cases 
you will find that these conflicts can 
be avoided by changing your elections 
slightly and substituting a subject 
you had intended to take next sem- 
ester, Be sure your elections are in 
the course you are taking. 

“You may elect periods as well as 
subjects,” Mr. Northrop stated.

The Calumet district retained its 
vise-like grip on the track and field 
laurels of the state of Indiana in the 
annual state indoor track meet at the 
Butler Fieldhouse in Indianapolis. 
Froebel of Gary for the second 
straight time came out ahead with a 
comfortable margin, scoring 48 5-6 
points. Horace Mann, also of Gary, 
placed second with 19 5-6 points. Oth- 
er teams placing among the first ten 
were: Technical of Indianapolis, 17; 
Anderson and Hammond, 16 each; 
South Side of Fort Wayne, 13; Aub- 
urn, 11 1-2; North Side of Fort 
Wayne, 8; Washington of Indianapolis 
and Vincennes, 6 5-6 each; and Wiley 
of Terre Haute, 6. 

In all, there were more than forty 
schools represented. North Side 
placed eighth in the entire field, and 
South Side was sixth. 

A team composed of Esterline, 
Bozer, Jenkins, and Monnot ran a 
fine race to place first in the first four- 
lap relay. The time was 1:18.6. North 
Side also took fourth place in the sec- 
ond medley relay, and Monnot of 
North Side was third in the second 
440-yard dash to bring North Side’s 
total to eight points. 

Ensley, Beery, Baumgartner, and 
Fleming won first place in the first 
medley relay for our sister school, 
South Side, the time being 2:58.4. 
“Baumgartner won second place in the 
first 440-yard dash, Ensley placed sec- 
ond in the 60-yard dash, and Clymer 
placed third in the first mile run to 
make a total of thirteen points for 
the Archers. 

Five state indoor records were 
broken and another tied during the 
meet. Two of them were broken by 
Lash, distance runner of Auburn, who 
showed what he could do the week be- 
fore against North Side when he ran 
the mile in 4:35. Lash stepped out in 
front at Indianapolis to set the state 
indoor record at 4:37.7. He then broke 
the half-mile record, running the dis- 
tance in 2:07.1. Abrams of Froebel 
set a new record for the 60-yard high 
hurdles at eight seconds flat. Hunt 
of Elkhart pole-vaulted to a new rec- 
ord of 12 feet 5% inches and Blake 
of Alexandria pushed the shot 51 feet 
4%% inches to break the record in that 
event.

Of course, our dishwashing is also relatively a greater problem, 
not only because we have more things to wash, but because we 


sidered a bit of unnecessary fastidiousness in the middle ages, and 
it is recorded that Saint Berlanda was disinherited by her father 
for washing his goblet before using it herself. 

“Blissfully ignorant of the existence of microbes, germs, and 
bacteria, our sturdy and unsqueamish forebears drank contentedly 
in succession from a single vessel, which was passed from hand to 
hand, and lip to lip, around the board,” says Alice Morse Earle in 
“Home Life in Colonial Days.’’ The cup was usually a horn, or a 
mug of earthenware. Wealthy Romans used chalices made of gold 
and silver. Glassware was not commonly used until a much later 
period. 

The trenchers, or plates of our ancestors were made of wood, 
and often were only a block of wood about ten or twelve inches 
square and three or four deep, hollowed down into a sort of bowl 
in the middle. In this the food was placed. Two people, especially 
the master and mistress of the house, shared the same trencher, 
whence came the custom still followed today of seating men and 
women alternately at the table. 

Drinking cups, trenchers, and knives, together with platters 
and cooking pots were the only table accessories of an early civil- 
ization. Spoons seem to have come next, and were probably made 
necessary by the advance in cookery which created broths, gravies 
and semi-liquid foods. The latest member of the table service 
family to make its appearance was the fork. It was first used in 
Italy, and an Englishman returning from Italy in 1611 wrote, “The 
Italians, and also most strangers that are commorant in Italy, do 
always at their meals use a little fork when they cut their meat.

Cage Teams Must Advance 
Ball Into Enemy Territory 
Within Ten Seconds 


Five radical changes in basketball 
rules, calculated to speed up the game, 
were adopted by the rules committee 
in a session held last Saturday. 

The most important rule concerns 
the length of time which a team may 
hold a ball in its own territory with- 
out making an attempt to advance it 
into enemy territory. This rule is in- 
tended to prevent stalling. All “de- 
layed offensive” types of offense will 
have to be abandoned. 

Other rules are: 

1. Clarifying of the blocking rule 
so that a player using personal con- 
tact to slow down the progress of 
an opponent not in possession of the 
ball shall be adjudged guilty of a per- 
sonal foul. 

2. A player in the “bucket” with 
his back to the basket and in posses- 
sion of the ball must pass or dribble 
out of the free throw line within 
three seconds, 

3. Made face guarding a personal 
foul. 

4. Legalized the “pick off” play by 
defining screening as cutting an op- 
ponent’s approach without personal 
contact, 

The ten-second rule will not apply 
in games played on courts of 60 feet 
or less in length.

Large Decrease Shown in 
Profits of Annual Hoosier 
Basketball Tourneys 





Due, perhaps, to the depression, a 
shrinkage in receipts for the basket- 
ball tourneys of 1932 of more than 
$20,000 from the 1931 receipts was 
shown in the financial report of the 
I. H. S. A. A. as announced last Mon- 
day by Arthur L. Trester, commis- 
sioner of the association. 

A total of $157,110.92 was taken in 
during the sectional, regional, and 
state tourneys of 1932, as compared 
to the total of $178,725.23 taken in 
for the tourneys of last year. 

Anderson’s sectional showed the 
largest gate receipts, turning in a 
total of $5,629.00. Only four schools, 
Brazil, Connersville, Greensburg, and 
Winchester, failed to show a profit. 
The Fort Wayne tourneys, held at 
South Side, totalled $3,156.20 for the 
sectional and $1,672.80 for the re-4 
gional. Technical of Indianapolis 
took in $5,054.30, and Gary $4,184.80 
in their sectional meets. The largest 
regional receipts were taken in by 
Muncie, who gated $6,975.80, followed 
by Indianapolis with $4,197.40, and Lo- 
gansport with $3,987.80. 

Expenses for the meets were $59,- 
419.66, about $10,000 of which was 
for transportation. Sectional tourna- 
ments totalled $83,356.47; for region- 
als, $33,993.95; final tourney at India- 
napolis, $39,760.50.

North Side to Follow Ex- 
ample of Other Schools; 
No Speaker Scheduled 
On Program 


Graduates Will Speak Upon 
Washington and Modern 
Educational Objectives 





North Side High School, following 
the newest trend. in modern high 
schools all over the country, has aban- 
doned the old stereotyped form of 
commencement, and has substituted 
in its place the “unified theme” com- 
mencement, a new, vitalized kind of 
program which provides for participa- 
tion by the senjors themselves, as well 
as their parents and friends, in the 
program which revolves about some 
central idea of immediate local inter- 
est to both graduates and friends. 

North Side’s commencement this 
year will be in honor of George Wash- 
ington, and will be presented against 
a patriotic background at North Side’s 
auditorium, May 17. In place of the 
usual commencement speaker, a short, 
interesting program will be presented 
by the graduates themselves. In this 
program which was planned by the 
executive committee of the class to- 
gether with a faculty committee, 
members of the class of 1932 will pre- 
sent briefly the different aspects of 
the character of Washington and ex- 
plain their necessary place in modern 
education. The seven units which are 
today used as the goals of a high 
school training are: health, command 
of fundamental processes, worthy 
home membership, vocation, citizen- 
ship, worthy use of leisure time, and 
ethical character. These ideals can 
all be found in the life and character 
of Washington. 

The seven members of the class who 
are to present these topics have been 
doing extensive research work on the 
life of Washington and will present 
their own findings and viewpoints in 
these speeches, 

The students who will present this 
material are: Mary Reamer, who will 
introduce the speakers and their 
topics; Carl Stout, who will speak on 
“health”, its value in the life of a 
citizen, and the part it played in the 
life and career of Washington him- 
self; Dorothy Leasure, who will stress 
the necessity of a “command of fun- 
damental processes”, and tell of 
Washington’s education; Maxine Mil- 
ler who has the topic “worthy home 
membership” and who will give the 
story of Washington’s home life at 
Mount Vernon; Frank Johnson, who 
speaks on “vocations” and tells of 
Washington as a young man seeking 
his life’s work; Frances Hathaway, 
who discusses “citizenship” and re- 
views with interesting facts the citi- 
zenship of Washington; Milton John- 
son, who talks of “worthy use of 
leisure time” and reveals the fact that 
Washington was an author and tells 
of the volume of valuable writings he 
gave the world ‘in his leisure time; 
and Oscar Dennis, who closes the 
program with a study of the ethical 
character of the father of his coun- 
try, and of the need for “real ethics” 
in the citizens of today and tomorrow.

Relates &xperiences of Run 


Cross country running is more of an endurance test than a 
race. Last Monday’s cross country race was simply a survival of 


the fiittest. None of the entrants had ever competed in such a

Home Ec Members 
See Unusual Exhibit 


Heidler Brothers Demon- 
strate Interesting Uses of 
Paper Accessories 





Last Tuesday the Home Economics 
Club had, at a program meeting, the 
Heidler Brothers, who demonstrated 
the many ways in which paper may 
be used in the home. 

Some of the kitchen commodities 
which were shown were paper vacuum 
bag attachments, paper dust clothes, 
muffin cups, pie seaming paper to 
prevent the filling from escaping, and 
paper towels. 

During the course of the demon- 
stration, Mr. Heidler cooked fish, po- 
tatoes, and cauliflower in the same 
kettle by using parchment cookery 
bags. When these bags are used, the 
taste from one kind of food will not 
go into another, although both are in 
the same kettle. 

These bags are also fuel savers, and 
they keep any odor from spreading 
through the house, 

For banquets and dinners, colored 
paper tablecloths resembling linen, 
and napkins to match are made. In- 
itialed playing cards are made for 
bridge parties. 

Bibs for babies, handkerchiefs, fa- 
cial tissues, and cedarized moth-proof 
garment bags are also among the 
many paper products. Perhaps the 
most interesting of all the articles 
which the Heidler Brothers demon- 
strated was a deodorizing ash tray, 
which throws off an incense smell in- 
stead of a stale tobacco odor. The fine 
thing about these articles, especially 
during this depression, is that they 
are cheap, for the most expensive 
thing, which is the facial tissue, costs 
only a dollar.

On the Tuesday after the 
banquet the last meeting will be held 
at which the final reports of all the 
officials will be made.

Subjects Offered 
At Summer School 


Central High School In- 
structor in Charge; To 
Begin May 31 





Summer school will be held again 
this summer as it has been in previ- 
ous years. The dates for it are from 
Tuesday, May 31, 1932, to Friday, 
July 29, 1932. All classes will meet 
in the mornings at South Side High 
School. The faculty will be chosen 
from all the high schools. 

The subjects that may be taken are 
English, mathematics, civics, econom- 
ics, Latin, French, physics, chemistry, 
and commercial. 

The tuition fee will be $12.50 for 
one subject and $20 for two. Only 
those people who have an A or B 
average may take two subjects. Se- 
niors who wish to take two subjects, 
but who have not an A or B average 
may do so. 

Summer school offers opportunity 
for every high schol student. It gives 
the chance for a student to take the 
subjects that he has not had time for 
during the regular high school sem- 
ester. It also gives the same oppor- 
tunity to those who have changed 
their courses and wish to take extra 
subjects. A student may graduate in 
three and one-half years if he is a 
February pupil. 

Merle J. Abbett, superintendent, has 
appointed Mr. Ralph Virts, Central 
mathematics teacher, in charge of the 
summer school. All other information 
may be secured from him.

Summer school will be held again 
this year as usual. This year, it will 
begin one week after the close of the 
spring semester instead of the follow- 
ing Monday as is the custom. Classes 
will meet from Tuesday, May 31, to 
Friday, July 29, eight and one-half 
weeks, six days per week. 

All classes are to meet in the morn- 
ings at South Side High School. The 
faculty will be composed of teachers 
representing all the high schools. Mr. 
Ralph Virts, Central mathematics 
teacher, is in charge of the summer 
session. The subjects to be offered are 
English, mathematics, civics, econom- 
ies, Latin, French, physics, chemistry, 
and commercial. The tuition fee is 
$12.50 for one subject and $20 for two, 
but only those students having an A 
or B average may take two subjects. 
Those seniors wishing to do so may 
carry two subjects without having an 
A or B average. 

A student must be in school three 
periods per day for one subject two 
study periods with a recitation be- 
tween, three days per week, and two 
recitations with a study period be- 
tween on the other three alternate 
days. Thus each student has a forty- 
five minute study period for each 
recitation in additon to the home work 
required every day. Absence is very 
carefully checked and reported at the 
end of the session to the principal.

What Is College Worth to You in Dollars and Cents? 


College has always been a sacrifice in either money or years to 
the average young man or woman, and in this year of depression, 
1932, the question of whether college is worth all the time, money 
and effort necessary is a harder question for the average senior 


to answer this year than ever before. 


In answer to the question, ‘““What is college education worth to 
me in dollars and cents?” let me see what such authorities as 
Evertt Lord, dean of the college of business administration of 
Boston University, and Dr. John Hibben, president of Princeton 
University, who have carefully studied such questions, have to say 


about the matter. 


Dean Lord tells us an interesting story of his experience as a 
small boy in a country school in the days when school masters did 
not “spare the rod” and kept their positions by the time-honored 
custom of mastering the big boys by force. If the master was not 
able to demonstrate his superiority he was usually forcibly ejected 
through the back window and thus forced to resign. After several 
such occurrences in this school, one teacher came who was famed 
as being the hardest hitter and best mathematician in the country. 
He not only tamed the students effectually but was also able to 
teach them. In fact, he succeeded so well that he was rehired at 
a fabulous sum of fifty-four dollars a month. For the first time 
there was impressed upon Dean Lord’s mind the close relation 
between education and learning power. This school master earned 
two dollars and seventy-five cents a day and worked only six hours, 
while ordinary men, lacking his education, labored ten hours and 


were glad to receive one dollar a day. 


In the past years Dean Lord, former country school boy, has 
been trying to find the materialistic value of a college education. 
Heretofore, defenders of college educations have lamely said that 
results of college education was not to be measured entirely in dol- 
lars and cents, that its value was a deeper, more intangible thing. 
Dean Lord believed that to a certain extent college education could 
He set out to prove it, and some 


be reckoned in dollars and cents. 
of the results of his and many other men’s efforts are as follows: 
For the illiterate man or woman the occupation of a day laborer 
or seaman is about the best position to be found, and such jobs are 
steadily decreasing through the invention of labor saving ma- 
chines. Four hundred dollars a year is the average wage, and em- 
ployment is irregular. Furthermore there is little or no chance for 
advancement for the illiterate person in a day of universal ed- 
ucation. 

The results of a study of the incomes of men with an elemen- 
tary schooling show the average life-time earning power of such 
a man is sixty-four thousand dollars, indicating that the elemen- 
tary schooling has added forty-one thousand dollars to the earning 
power of a man who has high school training. 

It costs about three hundred dollars a year for four years to 
provide a boy’s high school education, and his earning power is 
increased by five hundred dollars per year for forty years. 

It costs a young man about a thousand dollars a year for four 
years to go to college and his earning power is increased by about 
eighteen hundred dollars a year for forty years. 

The Citizens’ National Bank and Trust Company of Cincinnati 
estimated the earnings of a high school graduate will be seventy- 
eight thousand dollars between the ages of eighteen and sixty, 
while the college man will earn a hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars between the ages of twenty-two and sixty. The difference 
between the two sums is seventy-two thousand dollars, which is 
the cash value of a college education which costs about four 
thousand dollars. Thus we learn the “dollars and cents value” of 
a college education to the individual. 

Whether you have enough ambition to fight for this oppor- 
tunity of a college education is up to you!

George Washington formed the 
theme of North Side’s commencement 
exercises in which eight graduates, 
their parents, and friends partici- 
pated this afternoon, May 17. The 
program following a new trend was 
planned by the executive committee 
of the class consisting of Ed Hatch, 
president; John Kline, vice-president; 
Oscar Dennis, sécretary-treasurer, and 
Morris Champe, chairman of the social 
council, and a faculty committee in- 
cluding Mr. Milton Northrop, Miss 
Victoria Gross, Miss Marie Miller, Mr. 
Everett Pennington, Miss Mary Crom- 
er, Mr. Merten Kimes, and Mr. Ger- 
ald Doty. 

Stage arrangements were super- 
vised by Miss Bernice Sinclair and 
Miss Marjorie Suter, Dick Stolper 
posing as George Washington formed 
a living picture of Washington as an 
appropriate background for the speak- 
ers. 

The 187 graduates marched into the 
auditorium to the music of the Wash- 
ington Post March written by Sousa, 
and played by the band under the di- 
rection of Mr. Doty. 

The invocation, an adaptation of 
the Washington’s Prayer was given 
by John Schoedel. Following the 
speeches on Washington and modern 
educational objectives, the chorus sang 
“America.” Mr. M. H. Northrop, prin- 
cipal, then presented the diplomas and 
the class of 1932 repeated the pledge 
after its president. Awards were pre- 
sented by Mr. Merle J. Abbtt, superin- 
tendent, and the benediction pro- 
nounced by John Schoedel.

The seniors have been coached by 
Mr. Stoner and Miss Cromer. Partici 
pants were Mary Reamer, who intro 
duced the other speakers, Carl Stout, 
Dorothy Leasure, Maxine Miller, Mil- 
ton, Johnson, Frank Johnson, Frances 
Hathaway, and Oscar Dennis. The 
seven units which are used as goals 
of a high school training are health, 
commond of fundamental processes, 
worthy home membership, vocation.

and ethical character. 

The speeches of the eight speakers 
are as follows: : 
First Speech 

“Our class of 1932 is graduating in 
a year of world-wide turmoil, in a day 
of changing values and shifting stand- 
ards, at a time when me are at a loss 
as to what there is left on which to 
build a solid future for themselves 
and their children. The time came 
when in the progress of a material 
civilization man ran headlong against 
a stone wall, and he has been forced 
to sit down a while, nurse his bumped 
head, and think things over. 

Perhaps it is more than mere coin- 
cidence that now when the standards 
of yesterday are shattered and man 
is grouping for a new, a stable stand- 
ard, there 1s brought before his eyes 
the bi-centennial celebration of the 
birthday of one of the finest characters 
and greatest, cleanest lives ever lived, 
that of George Washington. Men are 
examining more closely the life and 
character of a man who, living also 
in a time of great upheaval, lived a 
great life and became the idol and 
model of the greatest nation on earth. 


On examining the character of 
Washington men find seven basic 
units. They are the much needed 


standards of modern as well as an- 
cient living and they constitute the 
keys man is looking for to unlock the 
doors to a happy, well-rounded life. 

Recognizing the need for such ele- 
ments of character in the persons of 
the coming generations, modern edu- 
cators have embodied the units of the 
finest true American character in the 
present educational system of our 
country under which the class of 1932 
has been educated. The members of 
this class now wish to tell you of the 
characteristics which they hope to 
make their standard through life. We 
wish to tell you of a modern system 
which has striven to make us healthy 
men and women, which has tried to 
give us a real command of fundamen- 
tal processes, to fit us for worthy home 
membership, to prepare us for a voca- 
tion, to make us good citizens, to teach 
us worthy use of leisure time, and to 
develop our ethical character. We 
wish to tell you of the part that these 
principles play in our lives and their 
importanee in the educational system 
and the every day life of the America 
of the present and the future.

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The first of these Cardinal Princi- 
pals is Health, 

Just what do we mean when we say, 
“Health?” We might say that health 
is a feeling of physical satisfaction, 
but if we should consult an authority, 
we would find that health means: That 
condition of the living body in which 
all the bodily functions are performed 
easily and perfectly and unattended 
with pain. From experience we have 
learned that this age of civilization 
is far healthier than any of the pre- 
ceding ages. 

George Washington, our great first 
President, should be recognized be- 
eause of his exceptionally healthful 
routine, which he followed throughout 
iis entire life. The danger that he 
same upon only met his love of adven- 
cure and the hardship only hardened 
iis endurance and sharpened his per- 
zeption for greater difficulties to come. 
Washington’s boyhood was spent in the 
out-of-doors and all through his life 
he was a great lover of nature. At 
the age of sixteen, he was over six 
feet tall and weighed two hundred 
pounds, but none of this was surplus 
lesh. He was tremendously muscled 
and the fame of his great strength 
was everywhere. His large tent, when 
wrapped up with poles, was so heavy 
that it required two men to place it 
on the camp wagon. Washington would 
\ift it with one hand and throw it into 
the wagon as easily as if it were a 
pair of saddle bags. He could hold a 
musket in one hand and shoot with 
precision as easily as other men did 
with a pistol. He was a man of strik- 
ing physique, and had a certain sym- 
metry that made him nothing less than 
handsome in his  impressiveness. 
Whatever tendency he had to disease 
he conquered, and the diseases of camp 
did not permanently weaken him. He 
-ived a vigorous outdoor life and be- 
came inured to hardship. Washing- 
ton’s health was rugged during near- 
ly all his life and he retained his phys- 
ical strength into later life. He lived 
longer than most of the Washingtons, 
oeing nearly sixty-eight when he died. 
Washington accomplished all this 
without much help, but in our age of 
civilization, when nearly everyone is 
striving to obtain the best health pos- 
sible and trying to develop his body 
to the highest physical perfection pos- 
sible, we have almost every condition 
to aid us. Our buildings are practi- 
cally all of the modern type and are 
built for aiding sanitation and clean- 
liness. Our school is a good example 
of a modern building equipped for 
sanitary conditions. Along with this 
we have health classes in which we are 
taught the care of our bodies and how 
we may keep ourselves in the best of 
condition. Physical Education classes 
give us the necessary exercise that 
everyone needs to develop himself or 
herself, and Home Economics teaches 
the food values of a balanced diet. 
People, as a whole, are beginning to 
realize that their health is their most 
valuable possession. As some one has 
said, “Health cannot be bought with 
money.” The future generation may 
develop still more in their ideas of 
healthful conditions, but it cannot be 
denied that the last two or three gen- 
erations have done more toward phys- 
ical perfection than any other gener- 
ation. 


| Education 


In order for any undertaking to suc- 
ceed it is necessary that there be some 
sort of a foundation, something upon 
which the plan may be based to give 
it rigidity and the right start. In life 
that foundation is education, and edu- 
cation finds its start in what are called 
the fundamental principles—that is, 
reading and writing and arithmetic. 

First I wish to go back to the time 
when America became independent 
and speak of the leader of those times, 
George Washington. I want to tell of 
the poor chance he had to gain an edu- 
cation and how he succeeded in spite 
of it by making the most of every ad- 
vantage offered to him. He went to 
school for only six years and during 
most of these years the village sexton 
was the teacher. However, the educa- 
tion of George Washington did not 
cease with his leaving the school room. 
As a matter of fact his work in school, 
with the exception of arithmetic, was 
not outstanding. He was a poor spell- 
er and did not always use the best 
grammar. 

During the Revolutionary War and 
later as President of the United 
States, Washington was placed over 
men who were better educated than 
he, but whom he commanded because 
of his superior character. The neces- 
sity of writing letters and reports 
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helped Washington to develop both a 
forceful and clearer method of expres- 
sion and that great rounded hand- 
writing which is so characteristically 
his. 

Through his contact with the best 
educated men of America and Europe 
Washington continued to learn, and it 
is said that his private library was 
the largest and best in the country at 
that time. George Washington was a 
firm believer in education for he real- 
ized the necessity of knowledge of at 
least the fundamentals. 

In direct contrast with this story is 
that of a modern student. He goes to 
school as a matter of course, Reading 
writing, and arithmetic are still ree- 
ognized as the principles upon which 
future learning depends, but many 
other things are added to them. Where- 
as only a few in the time of Washing- 
ton could go to school, now every child 
is given a chance to attend public 
schools and is required to attend some 
kind of school between certain age 
limits. Many of the early years in 
school are devoted to the mastering 
of the fundamentals. 

Since these principles seem to be so 
important it is not far removed to 
assume that no student can hope to 
complete his twelve years of school un- 
less he has a reasonably good com- 
mand of the fundamental principles— 
unless he knows how to think and how 
to express those thoughts in an in- 
telligent manner. 

So far we have had our plans made 
for us, and perhaps we have not stop- 
ped to think of where these were. 
leading us. Now, however, we find 
ourselves about to take our first real 
step alone. We are graduating! For 
many graduation means a job and con- 
sequently self-support; for others 
graduation leaves them looking for- 
ward to college. Now we can look back 
and see what our twelve years of work 
have brought us. In the future we 
shall be grateful for the firm founda- 
tion that our instructors and parents 
have helped us to build, for the com- 
mand of the fundamental principles 
of education that we have, and with- 
out which no one can hope to succeed. 


| Worthy Home Membership | 


Washington’s ancestors have been 
known for eight centuries for their 
valor, chivalry, high code of honor, 
and military distinction. On his fath- 
er’s side there was a line of rural loy- 
ers who devoted a great part of their 
time to agricultural pursuits. On 
Washington’s mother’s side there was 
a group of church loving and reverent 
people. All of these characteristics 
were moulded into our Washington. 
They not only made him a great dip- 
lomat and statesman but also made 
him worthy of a delightful home mem- 
bership. 

The home life of Washington, as a 
child, was characteristic of the time. 
Washington’s father continually strove 
to teach him honesty and straight- 
forwardness. His mother taught him 
to be kind and thoughtful and to re- 
spect everyone, 

At a mature date Washington mar- 
ried the widow Custis. The marriage 
was very well suited. Although Wash- 
ington had no children of his own he 
became an affectionate father and a 
conscientious guardian to his step- 
children and stepgrandchildren. The 
love and care which he lavished upon 
them won from them a strong and very 
lasting devotion. At the outbreak of 
the Revolution Washington was forced 
to leave Mt. Vernon. The many homes 
which Martha and George Washington 
resided in during the Revolution were 
made more pleasant and livable be- 
cause of the affability which they both 
possessed, 

When Washington became Presi- 
dent there were no precedents for eti- 
quette to guide him and Mrs. Wash- 
ington except the great courts of Eu- 
rope and colonial customs. The Presi- 
dent and the First Lady, however, car- 
ried out their own well-balanced ideas 
of dignified formality without pomp 
or ceremony. It was in their first 
presidential home that many customs 
were established which are still fol- 
lowed today. 

At the end of their public life the 
Washingtons returned to Mt. Vernon.

It 
is here that he and Martha Washing- 
ton are buried. 

Through the study of the lives of 
great men such as Washington we 
have learned during our four years at 
North Side High School the qualities 
that are necessary for successful 
homemaking. We have been taught a 
high code of honor, and have learned 
to be honest straightforward citizens 
so that we may be well prepared to 
run and regulate the home life of to- 
morrow. Our instructors have taught 
us to respect everyone, and to lend a 
willing hand to anyone who needs 
help. 

Through the organization of the 
Home Economics department, every 
girl has had the advantage of learning 
not only the fundamentals involved in 
cooking but also how to arrange and 
care for a home and how to budget 
a home properly. 

Through the Art department we 
have been taught the principles of in- 
terior decorating of a home. This is 
very important for the arrangement 
and color harmony carried out in a 
room has a very great effect upon the 
mental ease and even the health of its 
inhabitants. 

In studying mathematics and science 
we have learned to reason out and 
overcome our own difficulties. In lit- 
erature we have read of the lives of 
various people and the qualities that 
went together and made their lives 
successful and worth studying. 

Thus in practically every depart- 
ment in our school we have learned 
the important things that go to make 
us worthy of proper home membership, 
and it is well to remember that it is 
in the home as a child we are taught 
right from wrong and from which we 
later obtain the encouragement and 
interest to accomplish our ends. 


| V acation: | 


Although he was by no means a 
Jack-of-all-trades, George Washing- 
ton was a man of varied vocations. 
We see him as an engineer, statesman, 
soldier, farmer, and gentleman. 

Washington’s education, meagre as 
it was, was probably better than the 
average of his day. While attending 
school he specialized in higher algebra 
and trigonometry in preparation for 
the vocation of a surveyor. His in- 
struction was poor and he was largely 
self-taught in these subjects. 

Most of the schools of that day lim- 
ited themselves to the three R’s. While 
still very young, a boy, especially in 
a town, was bound out to one of the 
local craftsmen to learn a trade. Wash- 
ington was more fortunate, as he was 
able to choose a vocation for himself 
at a later time in life. 

Circumstances, together with nat- 
ural ability in many lines and leader- 
ship, forced Washington to give up his 
trade after a few years and, eventuai- 
ly, to enter public life. 

Today, conditions are very different. 
A man with Washington’s ability and 
his meagre education would stand lit- 
tle chance of making a name for him- 
self in the world. A high school edu- 
cation has become almost an absolute 
necessity. A college education is a 
real boost for anybody starting out 
in life. School training is much more 
varied and more specific. For in- 
stance, in our own school three courses 
are offered and the student body is 
quite evenly divided among the three. 
The commercial course gives specfiic 
training for a rather definite line of

learning, where most of the students 
train specifically for a definite voca- 
tion or profession. Each of these 
courses opens the way into a large 
field of human endeavor. In addition 
to these, boys who are mechanically 
inclined many pursue a co-operative 
course, offered in Fort Wayne at Cen- 
tral High School, which trains them 
under the most favorable of conditions 
for a definite trade. No longer are 
boys bound out to a tradesman before 
they are old enough to know what 
they want to do. Our schools give 
them every opportunity to choose for 
themselves and to choose wisely. 

The purpose of vocational education, 
as offered today, is to equip the indivi- 
dual to secure livelihood for himself 
and his dependents, to serve society 
well through his vocation, to maintain 
the right relationships toward his fel- 
low workers and society, and, as far 
as possible, to find in that vocation 
his own best development. 


Citizenship | 


As the man who was responsible 
more than anyone else for our repub- 
lie, we recognize in Washington the 
first citizen of our country. He ex- 
emplfies all that is good and noble in 
our high ideals of citizenship. He be- 
lieved in education—the fourfold edu- 
cation for citizenship—physical, men- 
tal, spiritual, and social. 

Ever since we entered the grades— 
even before—we have been taught 
obedience and order and how to be good 
citizens. We studied the history of 
our country and the lives of its lead 
ers before being taught the meaning! 
of government and the duties and| 
privileges of a citizen. Not only have 
we studied these subjects, but we have| 
actually put them in practice in school 
and in our outside activities. | 

The first duty of a citizen is to pro- 
tect his country both in times of peace! 
and war, for, although it surely is a 
great thing to be willing to die for 
one’s country, it is much more import- 
ant to live for it. Our country needs 
conscientious, law abiding, well in- 
formed citizens much more than it 
needs soldiers. Citizens may serve 
on juries or as witnesses and should 
make use of the opportunity of voting 
for this is not only a duty, but a priv- 
ilege. Surely, Washington was a good 
citizen in this respect. As first in war 
first in peace, he never shirked duty 
nor responsibility. Even after he had 
retired from public life, he never 
failed to vote, rain or shine, although 
it was a difficuit ride of ten miles on 
horseback to the polls. 

A good citizen meets all his obliga- 
tions, beautifies his home and com- 
munity, and educates his family. Aft- 
er retiring from office, Washington 
spent most of his time extending and 
beautifying his estate. Not only did 
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and sent others with no claim of re- 
lationship through school and college. 
He greatly helped the new nation by 
the loan of $64,000 with no security 
but simple faith. 

Some of the privileges of citizenship 
are the sharing in protection of life 
and property by the government in 
return for protecting and supporting 
her; the sharing in the benefits of 
community life; the right to take part 
in the government; to vote for whom- 
ever you wish and whatever policies 
you may choose; and, if you are am- 
bitious and have the ability, to hold 
public office. 

Here at North Side we have lived 
as a little community having our own 
government and officers in the differ- 
ent bodies. We have defended her in 
inter-school activities and within our 
own portals by bringing honor to her 
and making her proud of us. Here 
we have learned to obey the laws made 
and enforced by our own representa- 
tive governing body—the student 
council—whose officers are chosen by 
all of us from each home room and 
the various organizations just as rep- 
resentatives are chosen by our parents, 
from the different states and territor- 
ies. The council studies the problems 
facing the school as a whole and the 
separate organizations. 

Our extra-curricular activities have 
trained us to live and work and play 
together with other than mere selfish 
interests in mind. Here the qualities 
of leadership and service have been 
strengthened to make us better, more 
interested citizens. We trust we shall 
not be untrue to the great privilege 
of citizenship which has been entrust- 
ed to us. From the example of Wash- 
ington and from the habits which we 
have formed in these halls of memories 
we have learned something of the real 
meaning of citizenship—the art of en- 
joying life by causing happiness to 
others. 


| Worthy Use of Leisure Time | 


Of all the great men in history, both 
in military and civil life, none enjoyed 
and practiced. the worthy use of leisure 
more than George Washington. When 
not engaged in the public service of

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his country he found seclusion in his 
Mount Vernon home, following his 
favorite pursuit of farming. In addi- 
tion to the attention which he bestowed 
on his own estate, Washington en- 
deavored to improve the condition of 
agriculture generally by the introdue- 
tion of new and better systems and 
methods. Thus, while he was benefit- 
ting himself through this worthy use 
of his leisure time, he was also bene- 
fitting a great many of his fellowmen 
the farmers. He also spent consider- 
able time in reading and writing and 
today there are more than two hun- 
dred folio volumes, written by him 
deposited in the archives of the De- 
partment of State at Washington. 

Of course, in Washington’s time 
and even up to the beginning of the 
present century, leisure had been re- 
stricted more or less to the rich or 
the misfortunate of the unemployed 
But this is no longer true. This mod- 
ern phenomenon of universal leisure 
which we have experienced for some 
time has come as the result of what 
we call the “Industrial Revolution.” 
It is due to the efficiency of the auto- 
matic machine which has increased 
each man’s producitivity many fold 
We may call this the machine age or 
the leisure age; they both mean the 
same, for machines have given us a 
new liberty. 2 

This new liberty, known as leisure 
has always been a friend to education. 
Before the days of college-and other 
means of formal education, the leisure 
hours were the time for learning, and 
only those who had leisure were privi- 
leged to learn. Should not education 
reciprocate now that such timely op- 
portunity has arrived and shown itself 
friendly in return? If leisure is to be 
a blessing rather than a curse, educa- 
tion must come to the rescue. There 
is usually an idea in the minds of most 
students, that education is to prepare 
them for work only—that is a relic 
of the last century. The influence of 
this idea shows itself very clearly in 
the choice of ‘so-called practical 
courses. When a boy graduates from 
college he wants to be prepared to do 
something by which. he may earn a 
living. Today education must have 
another object equally clear in view, 
and that is a training for leisure. 

This education is cultural rather 
than practical, except that it has been 
found that cultural education is very 
practical in this leisure age. How- 
ever, this matter should not be con- 
fused. School is not a place for en 
joying leisure; but a place for the 
preparation for the enjoyments of 
leisure, and this preparation requires 
just as much concentration and just 
as much application as the prepara- 
tion for work. While the Liberal Arts 
course has acmfwyp shrdlu cmfwyp cf 
as a complement to any preparation 
for work, the need of this century has 
welcomed this form of training most- 
ly as a background for the leisure 
hours which the machine age has made 
possible for us to enjoy. In our own 
school we have been given every ad- 
vantage in our regular program and 
in some extra-curricular activities, to 
prepare ourselves to be better able to 
enjoy some of the leisure hours which 
we will no doubt face in the future. 

Although Washington never experi- 
enced the sort of leisure that is fac- 
ing the masses today, I believe that 
the principles which were the basis of 
his action might well be followed by 
us. We, like Washington, should have 
two views in mind in planning our 
leisure time,—the re-creation of our 
own lives and the enriching of the 
lives of our fellowmen. 
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Ethical Character 









In admiring the great deeds of 
Washington and his wonderful service 
to his country we pay a tribute to the 
ethical character of the man. With- 
out it such success and service as was 
Washington’s would have been impos- 
sible. Throughout his whole life his 
character is shown in his every action. 
It was so outstanding as to set an ex 
ample over all succeeding generations. 
At the end of his second presidential 
term when he had rescued the country 
from the yoke of tyranny and over- 
thrown the foreign taskmaster, when 
he had taken a land of thirteen gov- 
ernments on the verge of anarchy and 
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with a firm yet prudent hand hand 
transformed it into a country of law 
abiding citizens already assuming a 
place of respect before the nations of 
the world then, when he might have 
been chosen for a third term and even 
elected for life, he showed his true 
character; he showed that he placed 
the love of his country and country- 
men far above his own personal de- 
sires and ambitions. He retired from 
public life to the seclusion of his 
Mount Vernon home, having saved and 
served his country, content to leave! 
the honor and easier tasks to others 

Today ethical character is just as 
necessary as it was in the time of 
Washington. Realizing this need our 
‘eading educators have placed ethical 
sharacter as the seventh cardinal prin- 
siple of education. We all are aware 
of the futility of the spread of knowl- 
odge without character. History prov- 
ed this in such classic examples as 
those of Greece and Rome. The decline 
of a nation has alw paralled the 
decline in morals of its citizens. There- 
fore if we would secure the future 
zlory of our land, we must do so by 
planting the seeds tof character in 
yur students of today, the citizens of 
Somorrow.
